tofayle  or  trafficke  Eaftward bey  end  the  Cape  de  bona  efpe- 
ranee,  nor  through  the  Sr  rights  of  Magellan  IVeftward,  ei¬ 
ther  into  Indian  any  other  vnknowne  or  not  difeouered coun¬ 
tries.  Ifaackle  Maire  a  rich  Merchant  of  Amfterdam,af?r cl¬ 
ing  in  Egmont,  hauing  a  great  defire  to  trajficke  into  f  range 
and farre Countries,  WWilliam  Cornelilon  Schouten  of 
Horne,  (  a  man  well  experienced  in  Seafaring ,  who  before  that 
time  had  fay  led  thrice  into  mofi partes  of  the  Eaft  Indies,  for 
Maifler ,  Pilot,  and  Mar  chant)  and  yet  verie  defirous  to  fayle 
into  and  to  difeouer  new  and  vnknowne  Countries ,  oftentimes 
Jpeaking  and  conferring  together ,  reafoned  among  themfelues , 
whether  they  might  not  enter  into  the  great  South fea ,  by  an  o- 
ther  way ,  ( then  through  the  fame  w ayes  which  in  the  Eaft  In¬ 
dian  Companies  Letters  P attents are formerly  forbidden  CP* 


prohibited. )  T here  to  difeouer  great  and  rich  Countries ,  where 


they  might  lade  their  Jhips  with  rich  wares  and marchandifes^ 


The  Preface* 

whereof the  fay  die  Mair  c, affirmed  he  had fome  know  ledge, and 
that  if it  did  not fal  out  as  they  defired, yet  that  they  might  gaffe 
through  the  afore f aid  great  South feasjntothe  Eaft  Indies,  and 
there  trafficke freely  with  great profite :  vpon  which  conference 
at  t he  lajt  t hey  agreed  together ,  to  make  a  difcouery  throng  h  the 
South  vndifcoueredand  vnknowne  part  of  the  World ,  South¬ 
ward  from  the  Straights  of  Magelan,/* feeke  out  a paffage  in¬ 
to  the fayd  S  outh  Sea ,  which  they  thought  very  likely  to  be  per¬ 
formed  :  for  diuers  circumjlances  and  reafons  to  them  knowne 
and  by  others  at findry  times found  about  the fayd  Straights  of 
Magelan.  And  to  that  end  agreedrbetweene  them  to  enter- 
prije  fuels  a  Voiage ,  taking  order  that  Ifaac  le  Maire  fhould 
prouide  theonehalfeofthe  money  ^  and  William  Cornelifon 
Schouten  //^  other  halfe ,  tofurnijh  t he  faid  Voiagefy  the  help 
and furtherance  of  their friendes,  the  care  whereof  and  to  make 
prouifion  for  the  fayd  voyage  being  referred  to  William  Cor- 
nelilon  Schouten^  who  to  effeff  the  fame ,  procured  Peter 
Clementlon  a  Brewer ,  an  ancient  Burger  Maifler  tf/Hornc, 
John  lanfon  Molcnwerf  one  of  the  Schepen  ^  Iohn  Cle¬ 
men  tfonKeis  Senatour  of  the  fayd  Towne,  'and  Cornelius 
Segetfon  a  M archant  of  Horne ,  to  contribute  in  the  fame 
with  them,  and  they  together  with  the  afore  fayd  William 
Schouten,  Ifaac  le  Maire  and  Iaeob  le  Maire  his  Sonne ,  in 
fort  time  prepared  fomuch  money ,  as  they  thought  conueni- 
ent  andfufficient  for  the  fayd  voyage ,  not  once  making  knowne 
to  the  owners  of  the fips ,  what  their  pretence  w  as  touching  the 
fayd  voyage ,  but  kept  that  fecret  to  thenijelues  that  dtfburfed , 
the  money  for  the  fame. 

And  to  finifh  the  fayd  voyage,  the  M  ar  chants  aforef ay  d pre¬ 
pared  and  rigged  a  great  and  a fnall ftp  of  Hor  nc, The  great 
fhip  called  they  nitie,  of  3  60.  tuns  whereof  \NW\iam  Corne- 
lifon  Schouteii  was  M after  and cheife  Pilots  and  Jacob  le 
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Maire  Merchant  and primp  all  Faff  or, in  it  hauing  6f.  men, 
and  19. great  peices^and  12. flings,  with  muskets  and  other 
munition  for  warreproportionably,  with  a  Pinnace  to fay le,an 
other  to  row, a  boate,  and  a  Scute, anchors,  cabells ,  rofes/ayles 
and  all  other  necejjaries  belonging  thereunto.  TheleJJer  flripp 
called  the  Horne ,  of  no.  tuns,  whereof  Iohn  Cornelifon 
Schouten  wasMaifter,  and  Aris  Clawion  Marchant ,  in  it 
12..  men,  S.  great  peic  <?s,q..  fling  s^and  other  furniture  as  neede 
required,  and  was  necejjary for  jiuch  a  voyage,  slndfor  that 
they  would  not  make  knownetoanyman  as  l  f ay  d  before  whe¬ 
ther  they  meant  to  gee,  they  hy  red  all  their  menjboth  common 
Saylers  and  officers  to  fayle  vnto  euery  place  whether  the  Mai* 
flersandthe  Mar  chants  would  goe,  which  made  the  common 
faylers  and  people  to  Jpeake  and geffe  of that voyage  diuerjly,and 
at  the  lajl  gaue  them  the  name  of  the  gold  finders,  but  the  Mar* 
chants  named  them  the  South  Company.  The  jhips  being  red- 
die, vp  on  the  16  of  May  1615.  the  men  were  mujlredby  the 
Scout  and  Schepen  of  Horne,  and  the  25.  of  the  fame  moneth 
the  Vniti efet  Jayle,  and  arritied at  the  T eflell  vpon  the  27, 
The  3.  of , lune,  the  lejfer  departed  from  Horne,  and  the 
next  day  came  to  the  T  efTell :  What  further  happened  andfell 
out  "onto  them  during  the  fay  d voyage^ is  in  this  Bookeat 
large fet  downe ,  and  declared  from  thereportes 
and  writings  of  thofe  that  faw  and  tryed 
the  fame ?  and  which  in  the fame  voy¬ 
age  were  thecheife  andprin-

Defcribing  yvhitljlands,  Countries ,  People, and  ftrange 
Aduenturcshefoundin  his  {aide  Vo.agc, 


fon  the  14  of  June  161  <; .  wee 
fayled  out  of  the  TeJJell, and  the 
1 6.  of  the  fame  month,  being  in 
fight  of  Dunkerke,  paft  between 
Turner  andCallis  ’.the  1 7.  anko-i 
ring  in  th’b  ’Downs;lVilliam  Cor - 
nelij on  S  hou  ten  wen  ton  fhoare  atf 
Toner  to  gette  men  to  bring  vs 
r  -  ..  . .  frefh  water, and  the  fame  day  let 

faile  from  thence, about  euening  by  the  Shingles  meeting 
with  a  great  fleete  of  Holland  Ships  laden  with  Mt.  The 
21 .  and  2  2f  hauing  a  great  ftormc  wee  put  into  the  Ifle  of 
of  Wight,  where  our  Maifier  would  gladly  haue  hyred  a 

carpenter  but  could  not. 

The  2  5  .  we let  fayle  from  Wight,  and  Vpon  the  27,en- 
tred  at  P  Immoutb,  where  the  Mai  her  hyred  a  carpenter  of 
Maydenbliek <?.T h e  2-8.we  leaft  Plmmoitfh  and  fayled  with 
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2  ^Voidge  about  the  World, 

a  north  north  caft  wind  and  faire  whether, and  the  29. the 
MaifterandMarchantofthe//^<fcame  abord  the  Vni - 
tie  to  agree  together  about  order  to  be  taken  vpon  the  4. 
ofIuly,for  fharing  of  our  vi&uales,  according  to  the  man- 
nerandcuftome  vfedin  fhippesthatfayle  longvoiages, 
where  they  deliuer  the  fay  lers  their  meate  and  drinkeby 
waight,  and  meafure,  to  cuery  man  alike  and  according 
tohisqualitie. 

The  4.  of  Iuly,  according  to  the  aforefaid  refolution,it 
was  ordred  that  euery  man  fhould  haue  a  can  of  beere  a 
day,4.  pound  ofbisket,and  halfe  a  pound  of  butter  (be¬ 
tides  Iwecte  fuet)  a  weeke,and  fiue  cheefes  for  the  whole 
voiage. 

The  8.  being  vnder  39.  degrees  and  2  5. minutes  right 
againft  the  BaiTels,  our  carpenters  Mate  dyed. 

The  9,  and  10.  with  a  north  and  north  caft  winde  and 
aftife  gale,  the  n.  we  had  a  fight, of  Porto  &anto  and  Ma¬ 
dera,  aud  held  our  courfe  eaft. 

The  i2.in  the  morningwefaw  the  Saluages, which  we 
leaft  on  backe-bord  about  2 .leagues  from  vs. 

The  1 3,  in  the  morning  wee  Jaw  the  Hands  of  Teneri- 
fa, and  great  Canaena ,  and  the  fame  day  about  noone  wee 
fayld  betweene  them  both  with  a ftiffe  north  north-eaft 
wind, and  afwiftftreame. 

Betweene  the  14.  and  the  1 5.  with  the  fame  wind  and 
ftreame  we  puffed  Tropicus  Cancri. 

The  16.  in  the  morning,  withaNortheaft  wind,  we 
found  very  hollow  water,  at  which  time  the  boatethat 
,  was  drawne  at  the  Vnities  ftearne  was  full  of  water,  and 
therewith  the  rope  brake,  and  theboatefunkeand  was 
loft,  which  till  that  time  we  had  drawne  after  the  fhip 
without  any  danger ;  about  noone  the  fame  day  we  were 
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by  a  newe  paffage. 

vndcr  20.  degrees  and  30.  minutes. 

The  17.  and  1 8.  with  faire  weather  and  an  indifferent 
wind  north  and  north  weft, 'we  failed  weft and  by  fouth, 
and  on  the  19.  in  the  morning  were  vnder  14,  degrees 
and  45*.  minutes. 

The  20.  on  the  morning  wefell  on  the  north  fide  of 
Gape  Verde ,  and  had  8.  fathomedeepe  when  wee  firft 
law  the  land,  failing  along  by  the  coaft,  and  at  Sunne-ri- 
fing  the  Cape  lay  weft  and  by  fouth  from  vs,  fo  that 
with  a  north  northeaft  wind  we  could  not  get  beyond  it, 
and  were  forced  to  ankor  at  32,  fathome  deeper  that 
night  it  blew  hard ,  with  a  great  ftorme  of  raine  and 
thunder.  v 

The  2 1.  in  the  morning  the  wind  fouth  foutheaft,and 
after  Sun-rifing  variable,  we  fet  faile  with  our  courfe  to 
to  Seaward,  firft  weft  and  by  north,  then  north  weft,  and 
that  whole  day  failed  notaboue  6.  leagues. 

The  2  2,  we  lay  driuing  all  day  long  with  a  calme,  and 
nofailes  vp.-then  Cape  Verde  lay  eaft  from  vs:  about 
euening  we  faw  a  fhip  fbuthward,  that  held  her  courfc 
northweft.  * 

The  23.  in  the  morning  hauingaSouth  wind,  wee 
could  not  reach  abouetheCapc,  but  were  forced  to  an¬ 
kor,  by  reafon  of  the  ftreame,  about  noone  wee  fet  faile, 
with  a  weft  wind,  and  got  beyond  the  Cape,  and  that 
euening  ankored  within  thefecond  Ifland,  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  road e, at  10.  fathomedeepe. 

The  24.  it  rained  fore,  and  we  made  ready  to  fetch 
frefh  water  from  the  land, 

The2?.theAlkaire,  orgouernour  came  aboordour 
ffitp,  with  whome  wee  agreed  for  eight  ftates  of  Iron; 
that  wee  fhould  peaceably  fetch  frefh  water  from  the 
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fhorc. 

The  2<5f  it  rained,  and  the  weather  very  darke  .*  the 
fame  day  we  faw  afhip  that  failed  towards  vs,andan- 
kored  two  leagues  fromvs,vnderthe  land  being  aihip 
of  Rotterdam,  that  came  thither  to  trafficke  along  the 
coaft. 

The -28. and  2?.  we  fetcht  water,  meane  time  the 
Home  hoyledfaile,  and  went  to  the  place  where  the  fhip 
of  Rotterdam  lay,  in  a  Bay  called  R  efrefco,  to  fee  if  wee 
could  there  find  any  Limonds,  but  came  againe  in  the 
euening,  and  could  get  none. 

r  The  3 1.  there  came  a  Fremh  (hip  and  anchored  by  vs. 
The  fame  day  we  had  ftayed  a  Negroes  fhip,  who  at  night 
(hewed  vs  a  fit  place  to  fifti  in,  and  our  men  carrying  their 
nets  on  the  firme  land,  tooke  as  many  fifties  of  diuers 
forts,  as  both  our  (hips  could  eate  in  two  dayes. 

The  firft  of  Auguft.in  the  morning  we  fetfailefrom 
Cape  Verdey  with  the  Rot ter  darner ,  who  at  noone  time 
left  vs  and.fet  hiscourfe  for  the  Salt  J {lands :  all  that  time 
we  had  faire  weather,  and  a  fine  galeofwindoutofthe 
north,  our  courlefouth  weft. 

,  The  2.  we  had  faire  weather,  with  a  fine  gale  of  wind, 
at  which  time  we  killed  a  little  calfe,  and^a  goate  that  we 
gotte  at  Cape  perde,  whichferuedallour  men  in  both 
fhips,  for  a  whole  dayes  meate. 

The  $.we  had  but  fmall  wind,  and  that  night  faire 
weather,  but  when  day  appeared,  it  was  thicke  and  clou- 
die,  with  thunder, raine, and  lightning. 

The  4  about  noone,  we  were  vnder  I2.degreesand 
1 2,  minutes,  with  very  faire  weather  and  a  good  fwift 
gale, as  alfo  the  day.  .  ’  {  1 

The  7. 8.  and  it  rained  faff,  but  yet  with  an  indiffe¬ 
rent; 


bj  a  neHo  pdjfage. 
rent  gale.  - 

The  io.  ir  rained, with  afmall  wind,  that  night  we  law 
a  Spanifh  Barke  vnder  faile . 

The  if.  we  had  areafbnable  frefhwinde,  and  good 
weather,  and  made  indifferent  good  way:  then  we  law 
great  ftore  of  birds  called  Rabos  fore  ados,  and  tocrke  a  Do¬ 
rado. 

The  16.  about  noone  we  were  vnder  7. 

40,  minutes,  with  faire  weather  and  a  goc 
afore* 

The  17.  at  noone  we  were  vnder  7.  degrees  1 
nutes,  with  faire  weather,"  and  an  indifferent 
fouthweft:  that  day  we  tooke  many  Bouetes  and  Corret- 
ters. 

The  ligand  19. we  lay  by  the  wind,refoluingtohol 
our  courfe  for  Sierra  Ltona,  there  to  refrefh  our  felues,be- 
caufe  many  of  our  men  had  a  great  fcouring,  all  that  c 
we  had  a  ftiffe  contrary  wind,  and  were  forced  to  lie  , 
the  weather, it  being  then  too  late  to  go  fpeeedily  vnder 
the  Line:  and  at  the  Cape  we  got  but  little  refrefhing,  at 
that  time  about  noone  we  were  vnder  7.  degrees  and  y  y. 
minutes. 

The  20.  in  the  morning  we  were  vnder  7.  degrees  4y„ 
minutes,  with  faire  weather,  and  a  good  gale  of  winds 
out  of  the  South,  wee  helde  our  courfe  Haft,  and  Eaft 
and  by  North^at  which  time  we  faw  great  ftore  of  land 
fowles,  and  change  of  water:  about  euening  we  caft  out 
the  lead ,  and  found  30.  fathome  fandie  ground, and  had 
land  alraoft  40.  leagues  nearer  then  we  gelled  it  to  be, 
the  fame  night  we  anchored  at  1 6.  fathome,  and  were 
vpon  the  weft  end  of  the  Baixos,  or  (hallows  oiS^Anna 

Ifland.  '  . 
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The  2 1.  in  the  morning,  by  Sunnerifmg  wefetfaile, 
and  fa  w  the  highland  of  sierra  Liona,  about  6.  Leagues 
from  vs  Norcheaft  and  by  North :  weelikewifefaw  the 
Jllands  of  Mabrabomba ,  which  lie  on  the  fouth  point  or 
corner  of  the  high  land  of  Sierra  Liona ,  north  from  the 
Baixos,  or  Ihallows  of  S.  Armas  Ifland*  Sierra  Liona  is  a 
fyery  high  land,  there  is  no  land  fo  .high  as  it  betweene 
Capo  Verder  and  the  coaft  of  Guinea^ whereby  the  poynt 
is  moft  ealie  to  bee  knowne  :  that  day  wee  laboured  as^ 
we  could  to  get  to  land,  for  the  mod  part  hauing  ftormie 
weather,  running  to  the  point,  and  ouer  the  Bahcos,  or 
fhallows  of«F.  Anna,  at  io.  9. 8.  7.  and  j.  fathome  water, 
and  as  wee  fayled  northward,  the  water  waxed  deeper, 
buteaftward  (hallo  wer,  fo  that  about  euening  we  ancho¬ 
red  with  a  high  water,  at  fbure  fathome  and  a  halfe  foft 
ground,  and  in  the  night  time  we  had  but  three  fathome . 
and  a  halfe,  but  it  was  fine  cleare  weather,. 

The  22.  in>  the  morning  at  5 unri fi ngjfiltiam  Schouten 
went  aboord  the  Horne,  and  fayled  in  it  before  vs,  the 
great  fliip  followings  holding  our  courfe  north  northeafl 
with  a  northweft  winde,  and  an  ebbevnder  the  bough, 
and  do  got  off  from  the  Baixos,  to  1 8.  fathome  water,  and; 
from  thence  to  the  Iflands  ofMabrabomba.which  are  ve¬ 
ry  high,  and  lie  all  three  on  arow,fouthwdf  and  north- 
eaft,  halfe  a  league  from  Sierra  Liona  to  feaward,  there  we 
had  fhallowwarer  at  hue  and  foure  fathome,  foft  muddy 
ground,  we  anchored  about  a  league  from  the  land,  and 
going  on  fhore  found  no  man  dwelling  therin,butper- 
ceiued  the  foote-fteps  of  many  great  beaftes,  but  all  the 
land  lay  waft  like  a  wildernes,  with  low  marfhes  or  bogs, 
andhigh  hils. 

The  23,  in  the  morning,  Iacob  leMaire  went  aboord : 
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the  Horne ,  and  from  it  with  both  the  boates  on  fhore, 
where  hec  found  a  Riuer,  at  the  mouth  thereof  hauing 
many  cliffes,fands,&rockes,  whereby  no  (hip  could  goe 
into  it,  but  within  it  was  very  deepe,  and  broad  enough 
for  (hi  psto  turne  and  wind,  there  they  could  percei  ue  no 
people  to  dwell,  but  law  three  wildeOxen,andagreat 
many  Monkeis,  and  fome  birds  that  barked  like  dogs. 
They  rowed  at  leaf!  3.  leagues  vp  into  it  with  the  floud 
and  there  found  a  wilde  Palme  tree,  but  inthe^uening 
came  aboord  againe,  and  heard  of  no  people,  neither 
found  any  fruit  that  might  ferue  their  turne  to  eate/ 

The  24.both  our  Scouts  went  on  Ihore  againe  to  leeke 
Formenorfomerefrelhing,eachofthemin  afeuerall  Ri* 
uer,atleafl  leagues  into  it:  Arts  clawfon  the  March  an  t 
of  the  Horne ,  with  one  of  the  Affilhnts  into  the  one,  and 
Claus, ,  iahnfon ,  Ban,  with  our  mailers  mate  in  the  other, 
and  the  2  in  the  morning  came  on  boord  againe :  The 
Marchant  of  the  Horne  had  beene  in  a  fait  riuer,  and 
brought  with  him  5.  or  6.  wilde  Palmites ,  Claus,  lohnfon^ 
and  Ban,  had  beene  in  a  frelh  riuer,  and  there  found  a 
place  wherein  there  grew  8.  or  9.  Limond  trees,  which 
they  Ihooke,  and  got  about  7  fo.Limonds,  moh  ripe, rea¬ 
dy  to  drie.  There  alfo  they  faw  great  llore  of  Tortoyles, 
and  fome  Crocodiles, but  no  people.  We  determined  to 
trie  if  wee  could  get  intothefrefli  Riuer  with  both  our 
fhippes,  therein  to  make  prou lion  of  frelh  water  and  Li- 
monds,  and  to  that  end  let  layle,  but  found  the  water  fo 
(hallow, that  we  were  forced  to  anchor  at  ^.fathome.The 
Horne  anchored  before  the  Riuer,  on  the  lower  land, but 
there  found  lhallow  water,  bymeanesof  the  point ofthe 
Baixos,  or  (hallows  of  *5^  Anna  IOand.  lac  oh  le  Maire  and 
Arise  law  fen,  the  marchants  of  the  Horne  andFwtie, 
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Went  with  the  boate  vp  into  the  riuer* 

The  26.  wehadaftiftegaleof  winde  South  fouth  weft, 
lo  that  wee  could  not  fade,  yet  the  //077zc,beateonthe 
iouth  point  of  the  bay, which  is  about  fine  leagues  broad 
from  the  north  to  the  fouth  fide. 

The  27.  in  the  morning  we  hoyftanchortolayleta 
the  Home,  and  about  noone  time  the  Horne  boate  came 
YtithlatobleMaireoti  boordagaine,  bringing  with  him 
about  1400,  Limonds  which  they  had  found  in  diuers 
pjaces  here  and  there  in  thcriuer.  In  the  euening  we  got 
to  the  Horney  and  there  anchored  at  three  fathome  and 
a  hal  fe,  fofc  grou  nd. 

The  2  8. our  mafter  went  vp  the  riuer,before  the  which 
we  lay  with  both  theboates, and  about  euening  came  a- 
gaine,  and  found  no  good  land  to  goe  vpon,  nor  any 
fignes  of  men,  but  onely  a  Bull  with  a  Calfe,  all  the 
ground  being  marfhie  and  full  of  trees  that  ftood  in  the 
fait  water: 

The  29.  perceiuing  that  we  were  not  intheriuerof 
Sierra,  Liona^  we  determined  early  in  the  morning  to  fee 
faykj  and  to  goe  northward  of  the  high  land,  and  about 
noone  wee  got  aboue  the  Iflands  o iMabrabonda^  weft- 
ward,  along  towards  the  north  part  of  the  high  land,  till 
we  had  12.  and  iy.  fathome  water,  and  in  the  euening 
got  about  the  point,  where  we  anchored  at  iy.  fathome 
deepev 

The  in  the  morning, we  hoyfed  anchor, and  draue 
with  the  ftreanie,  and  a  fouth  wind  before  the  village,  in 
the  right  roade  of  Sierra  Liona,  where  wee  anchoredat  8. 
xafhome,  fandy  ground,  about  a  musket  (hot  from  the 
land,  there  we  faw  8.  or  9,  houfes  coucred  wfthftraw. 

The  Moores  called  vnto  vs  in  their  Language,  to 
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fetch  them  aboord  our  fhippe,  and  becaufethey  had  no 
Ganoes  we  lent  ourboate  on  land, which  prelently  came 
backe  againe  with  y.  Moores  in  it,  whereof  one  was 
their  Interpreter.*  but  before  they  came,  they  defired 
that  we  would  jeauefome  of  our  men,  to  flay- with  them 
as  pledges,  for  that  not  long  before  there  had  beenea 
French^  there,  which  had  taken  and  carrycd  away  2, 
of  their  Moores.  Aris  cUwjon  the  marchant  that  went  a 
fhorewith  the  boate,  flaied  there  with  them,  and  haue- 
ingeertainebeades,  he  there  bartered  them  for  700.  Li- 
rnonds,  mofl  ripe,  and  two  bunches  of  Banauas  almofl 
-^ripe  alfba  The  Interpreter  fpake  all  kind  of  Languages, 
one  with  an  other.  In  the  meanetime,  our  men  hauing 
taire  weather,  laded  frefh  water, which  is  there  eafic  to  be 
had,  by  reafon  it  falles  downe  out  of  the  hill  into  the 
roade,  To  that  we  held -the  barrels  vnder  the  fhore,  or  fall 
ofthe  water,  and  filling  them  put  them  flraight  into  the 
Scute,  the  water  was  very  good. 

The  5 1.  when  we  had  fild  ourveffels  full  of  water, and 
that  morning  Iaeoble Make,  Arts  CUwfonrcUus  lohnfm^ 
Ban ,  andall  the  affiflants  went  on  land,  and  bartered  for 
about  2  fooo.  Limonds,  for  a  few  beades,and  fome  flight 
Norremburgh  kniues,  wee  might  hauehad  iooooo.  Li¬ 
monds  thereat  the  leaf!,  if  we  would,  for  there  they  grew 
by  whole  woods  full :  the  fame  night  we  bartered  with 
the  Negroes  forafholeofFifh. 

The  firfl  of  September  wehoyfed  anchor,  anddraue 
before  the  hreame,  and  that  euening  anchored  at  the 
mouth  ofthe  Sea,  before  a  ftnall  Riuer. 

The  2.  we  let  the  Horne  vponthe  Strand  to  make  her 
cleane,  hauingagod  place  to  doe  it,  for  there  the  water 
falles  7.  foote  vp  and  downe-  in  the  euening  our  men 
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came  on  boord  againe,  and  brought  a  little  beaft  na¬ 
med  an  Antelop,  which  they  found  in  a  wood,  in 
a  net  or  fnare  let  there  by  the  Negroes ,  and  fome 
Limonds,  and  after  that  the  boate  went  out  to  fjfh, 
and  got  a  greate  number,  and  fome  Palmitas, which 
they  had  not  cut  downe  in  the  wood. 

The  $.  in  the  afternoone,the  being  made cleane 

was  lancht  into  the  water  againe,  and  our  matter  went 
out  tofilh,in  the  cuening  bringing  a  greatlhole  offifh 
with  him,  tin  falhion  like  toa  (hoemakers  cutting  knife, 
and  euery  man  j  yo  Limonds  for  his  part. 

The  4.  early  in  the  morning,  we  hoyfed  anchor,  and 
fet  fayle  out  of  Sierra  Horn,  with  an  indifferent  winde, 
butintheeuening  hauingcontrary  winde,  anchored  a- 
gaiae  at  14.  fadom,  good  anchor  ground. 

The  y.  In  the  firft  quarter,  we  hoy  ft  anchor  againe, 
and  fayled  with  a  calme,  but  in  the  third  quarter  ancho¬ 
red  againe,  at  14*  fadome,  landie  ground. 

The  6f  In  the  firft  quarter,  we  fet  fayle  againe,  but  the 
winde  contrary,  were  forced  to  anchor  at  12. fadome, 
Tandy  ground,'  there  we  could  ftill  fee  the  land  of  Sierra. 
Liona ,  in  that  place  there  went  a  ftrong  ftreame. 

The  9.  Wee  fet  fayle,  but  the  wind  contrary,  vve  an¬ 
chored  in  the  euening,at  $2.fadom  Tandy  ground. 

The  10.  in  the  firft  quarter,  hauing  a  fouth weft  wind, 
we  fet  fayle,  but  the  weather  beingcalme,  welet  anchor 
fall,  with  our fayles  ftill  vp,  and  not  long  after,  the  wind 
beginning  to  rife  we  hoyft  anchor,  but  in  the  third  quar¬ 
ter  in  a  calme,  anchored  againe,  at2  9>f‘Hnom ;  thelaft 
quarter  the  wind  beginning  to  blow,  we  let  lay  le, but  doe 

what  we  might  we  could  not  goe  forward. 

The  1 1.  we  fet  fayle,  but  anchored  againe  in  the  fe- 
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cond  quarter,  byreafon  of  the  calmc,  there  the  flreame 
went  northward.  Not  long  after  we  hoyfed  fayle  againe 
with  fome  fmall  wind,  but  it  calmd  againe,  and  the  wea¬ 
ther  waxed  very  thicke. 

The  12.  Wee  were  vnder  9  degrees  and  20.  minutes 
at  euening  we  anchored  at  17.  fathom. 

The  if.  Wefet  fayle  with  a  weft  northweft  wind,  all 
that  quarter  it  rained.  In  themeanetime,the//'<?m’,in  a 
thicke  miftfayled  out  ofourfight,  and wefhot  twopee- 
ces,  an  houre  betweene  each  fhot,  to  call  her,  and  about 
xo.  of  the  clocke  fhee  came  againe. 

The  16.  and  17.  the  wind  was  variable,  we  an-* 
chored  at  1 ) .  fathome,  withrainie  weather, yet  the  wind 
blew  hard. 

The  1 8.  about  noqne  we  fer  fayle,  the  Heme  loH  an 
Anchor  and  Cable  in  the  winding,  the  wind  blew  • 

hard,  and  the  water  went  fomewhat  hollow. 

The  1 9.  Hauing  contrary  vvinde,  and  vve  being  very 
weary,  by  reafon  the  weather  was  rainy  and  ftormie, 
wee  determined  to  goe  baeke  againe  to  Sierra  Liorn.  to 
reffefh  ourfelues,and  take  in  frefh  water, but  after  noone 
hauing  a  good  northweft  wind  vve  changed  our  courfe 
fouthward  againe,  and  went  forward. 

The  20.  with  a  good  vvinde  vve  fayled  fouthward, 
and  were  vnder  8.  degrees  30.  minutes. 

The  2 r.  and  all  that  month  out,  vve  had  varia¬ 
ble  vvindes,  with  calmes,  and  euery  day  great  ftore 
of  raine,  and  vpon  the  30.  day  vve  T»vere  vnder 
degrees 

In  the  beginning  of  Oaobcr,  vve  had  variable  vvindes, 
and  fome  calmes,  with  great  ftore  of  raine,  night  and 
day.;  ■ 
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The  s'.vve  were  vnder 4  degrees  27.minutes,  the  lame 
day  about  noone  there  was  luch  a  noife  in  the  bough  of 
our  Ihippe,  that  the  Maifter  beeing  behinde  in  the 
Gallerie,  thought  that  one  of  the  men  had  fallen  out  of 
the  fore  fhip,  or  from  the  boefprit  into  the  fea,  but  as  hec 
looked  out  ouer  the  fide  of  the  Ihip, he  law  the  Sea  all  red 
as  if  great  flore  of  bloud  had  bin  powred  into  it, whereat 
he  wondredjknowingnotwhatitment,  but  afterward 
he  found,  that  a  great  fifh  or  a  fea  monfter  hauing  a  home 
had  therewith  firickcn  againft  the  Ihip,  with  moft  great 
ftrength,  for  when  we  were  in  Porto  Defire,  where  wee 
fetthe  Ihip  on  theftrand  to  make  it  cleane,  about  7  footc 
vnder  water  before  in  the  Ihip,  we  found  a  home  flick¬ 
ing  in  the  fhip, much  like  for  thickneffe  falhion  to  a  com¬ 
mon  Elephants  tooth,  pot  hollow  but  full, very  ftrong 
.  hard  bone,  with  had  entered  into  three  planckes  of  the 
(hip,  that  is  2  thicke  planckes  of  greene  and  one  of 
Oken  wood,  and  fointo  arib,whefeitturnedvpward, 
to  our  great  good  fortune,  for  if  it  had  entered  bet  vveene 
the  ribes  into  the  Ihip,  it  would  happely  haue  made  a 
greater  hole,  and  haue  brought  both  Ihip  and  men  in 
danger  to  be  loft,  it  ftucke  at  leaft  halfe  a  foote  dcepe  into 
the  Ihip,  and  about  haife  a  foot  without,  wherewith 
great  force  it  was  broken  of,  by  reafon  where  of  the 
great  monfterbled  fo  much. 

T he  6. 7. 8.  variable  windcs  and  fbme  raine,the  I o.  we 
tooke  great  ftore  of  fifh, and  were  vnder  three  degrees  }o. 
minites,  with  South  and  variable  windes  for  certaine 
dayes. 

The  1 5  we  were  vnder  2.  degrees  ^-minutes  that  day 
wetooke^oBouets. 

The  1 6.  we  were 


vnder  one  degree  45, minutes, that 
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day  wee  tooke  great  ftore  of  fifh, and  law  many  whales. 

The  1 9.  and  zo.about  noone  we  paft  the  equmo&iall 
line,  and  had  a  fouth  eaft  and  a  fouth  foutheaft  winde  vti- 

till  the  24.and  then  an  eaft  fouth  eaft  winde  and  held  our 
courfe  fouth.  The  water  being  fo  hollow,  that  our  blind 
faile  was  ftricken  in  peeces  with  the  lea, that  day  at  noone 
wcwerevnder  3.  degrees  43*  minutes  fouthward  of  the 
line. 

The  25.  the  winde  continuing,  we  heldonthe  fame 
courfojvntill  that  time  we  had  failed,  and  no  man  in  our 
fhip,  (  vnlcffe  it  were  the  maftcr JVilhaM  C orndtjen  Schott- 
ten^  and  lacoble  Main  ourMarchant  )  knew  whether  wee 
fhould  go, and  then  they  told  vs  what  voyage  they  inten¬ 
ded,  which  was,  to  Jteeke  by  an  other  way  then  the 
ftraights  of  Magelan ,  to  enter  into  the  fouth  fea,  there 
to  difeouer  new  countries  in  the  South  parts,  where  they 
thought  to  finde  great  riches, and  that  if  it  fell  not  as  they 
defired  and  pretended,  then  that  they  would  faile  along 
through  the  great  fouth  Sea,  fouthward  to  the  ea Indies » 
This  being  knowne,  our  men  were  very  glad  and  reioy* 
ced,  hoping  eucry  man  for  his  part,to  benefit  by  that  vio-* 

age,  to  their  aduanccment*  . , 

The  26.  we  were  vnder  6  degrees,  2J.  minutes  with 
faire  weather  and  a  good  gale,  and  all  the  reft  of  that 
moneth  for  the  moft  part  fayling  fouthward, with  an  eaft, 
and  a  northeaft  winde,  we  were  vnder  10  degrees  and  30* 
minutes. 

Thefirft,ofNouembcr  wee  paft  the  funne,  whereby 

at  noone  time,  it  was  North  from  vs. 

T  hethird  we  were  vnder  19  degrees  2©  minutes,  then 
we  (aw  forne  blacke  birds  and  two  or  three  foules  called 

fea  mcwes,and  after  noone,we  had  a  fight  of  Martin  vads 
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J lands  called  Afcenfton ,  which  lay  foutheaft  and  by  eaft 
fromvs,vnder  20  degrees,  there  we  found  our  compaflc 
to  varrie  Northeaftward  12  degrees,  The  wind  being 
North  northeaft,as  the  day  before ,  and  held  our  courie 
South, That  day  our  men  had  double  allowance  ofwincy, 
becaule  we  had  paft  the  dangerous  fands  called  Abrotbos . 
The  day  enfewing  to  the  to.  wee  held  our  courfe  for  the 
mod:  part,  fouth  and  Southweft  and  were  vnder  2  5  de¬ 
grees  33,  minutes. 

The  ii,  we  found  our  compafle  to  varie  17,  degrees 
northeaftward,  and  with  a  fouth  wind,  held  our  courfe 
Welland  weft  and  by  fouth. 

The  12  with  a  foutheaft,  and  by  eaft, and  an  eaft  winde 
we  fayle  d  foyth  fouth  weft  and  fouthweft,  and  were  vnder 
2 £  degrees  4  5  minutes. 

The  13,14,  and  15, wee  failed  fouth,  and  fouthweft, 
with  an  eaft  winde. 

The  1 6, 1 7,  and  18,  the  winde  fouth,  we  held  for  the 
moftpart  weft  fouth  weft,  and  were  vnder  3  ^degrees  15, 
minutes,and  faw  much  IValfcbot  driue*. 

The  ip.  with  a  north  and  northeaft  wind,  weefayled 
fouth  fouthweft,and  percei  ued  that  the  ftreame  draue  vs 
much  to  the  foutfv 

The  20,  we  were  vnder  3  6f  degrees  57, minutes  there 
wee  law  many  Quallen  driue^and  a  great  number  of  fea * 
liceiwhichareakihdof  lice  for  greatneffe  liketofmall 
flies. 

The  2  r;  we  were  vnder  38  degrees  2-5,  minutes,  and 
had  alteration  of  water,  there  wee  eaft  out  ourleadebut 
found  no  ground,  the  compafle  then  varied  17,  degrees 
northeaftward,  that  morning  wee  faw  the  new  Moone 
feeing  21.,  bowers  old, 


by  a  newe  pajjage.  i  j 

The  2  2  it  was  ordered  by  our  matter  and  his  counfelJ, 
that  one  man  Ihould  hauea  cupoffackeeuery  day,  and  a 
meafure  of  oyle  weekely,  our  french  wine  and  butter  be¬ 
ing  all  fpentf 

The  2  3  fwe  faw  many  Whales,  and  white  water,  and 
were  vndcr  40  degrees  y6f  minutes. 

The  24,  we  faw  many  more  great  fifties,  and.  much 
Odenkwos  driue,  the  water  very  hollow  cut  of  the  weft 
and  faw many  birds. 

The  30,  we  had  white  water,  as  ifwehad  bin  hard  by 
the  land,  and  were  vnder  46, degrees  1 5.minutes,and  faw 
many  birds. 

The  2,  of  December  being vnder  47,  degrees45* 
minutes  we  law  much  SteencroJJ'e  driue. 

The  4.  weftill  faw  S teener ojje  white  water,  and  many 
birds  and  were  vnder  47  degrees  2  5  minutes, and  1 6,  de¬ 
grees  northeaft  ward  variation  of  the  compafle,  then  wee 
caft  out  our  lead  and  found  75  fathom  fandy  ground. 

The  5, wee  caft  out  our  lead  and  had  6  5, fathom,  law 
many  birds  and  SteencrcJJe  then  we  were  vnder46,  de¬ 
grees  25  minutes,  and  had  54.  fathom,  that  night  wee 
jaw  many  Whales, 

The  6f  in  the  mornin  g  we  had  4 6  fathom water  and 
with  a  northvveft  vvindefayledvveft  fbuthweft,  and  at 
noonevvere  vnder  40  degrees  3  7  minutes  and  had  42  fa- 
dome  water,  about  4  in  the  after  noone  wee  faw  land 
not  very  high, but  white  and  fome  what  flat,  wee  fell 
(according  to  our  defire)  on  the  north  fide  of  Porto 
Defire  and  at  night  . anchored  at  10  fathom  deepe,  a- 
bouta  league  and  a  halfe  from  the  fhoarewith  an  ebbe 
that  ran  Southward's  ftrongly  as  the  fearuns  between® 
Tlujhing  heads, 
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The  7f  in  the  morning  vve  hoyfedanchor,  and  failed 
Southjvntillnoone,  then  vve  were  before  the  hauenof 
Porto  Defire,  lying' vnder  4 7:  degrees  40,  minutes,  and 
made  towards  the  entrie  thereof, where  we  had  very  high- 
water^  that  the  cliffes  (whcrofoltuervan  Noort  writeth, 
which  layling  into  that  hauen  rauft  be  left  northward 
fiom  vs  ,)  were  cleane  vnder  water,but  onthclouth  point, 
there  lay  certaine  cliffes  open, which  we  tooke  to  be  thofe, 
and  therefore  went  fouthward  on,  butfayled  fouthward 
of  the  right  chanell  into  a  crooked  bay, and  there  at  high 
water  anchored  at  fourc  fathom  and  a  halfe,  and  when 
the  water  was  low,  wee  had  but  r4.  footwater,  whereby 
the  Vnifie  Jay  with  her  ftearne  faft  on  ground,  it  being  ful 
of  cliffes, the  wind  was  weft  from  the  land,&fmooth  wa¬ 
ter  to  our  great  fortune,  for  if  wee  had  had  an  caft  vvindc, 
vvith  any  gale, for  certaine,  vve  had  loft  our  fhip.-vpon  the 
cliffes  vve  found  many  eggs, and  tooke  great  muffles  and 
other  nfli,  and  among  the  reft  fmeltsofitf  inches  long:, 
and  for  that  caufe  we  called  that  place  the  Smelt  bay,  our  - 
Shallop  went  to  the  Pingutyns  lland,  lying  eaft  foutheaft 
two  leagues  from  Porto  Define ,  and  came  aboord  againe 
late  in  the  euening, bringing  2fea  Lyons,  and  150  Pin - 
gttiyns,  which  vve  cate  the  next  day. 

The  8  in  the  morning,  with  the  land  wind  Vve/ayled ! 
out  of  the  Smelt  bay ,  and  anchored  right  before  the  ha¬ 
uen  of  Porto  Define  fund  fent  our  Shalop  out  to  foundthe 
depth  of  the  channel!,  and  found  12  and  1 3  fathom, en-  - 
fering  in  after  noone  with  a  high  water  and  a  northeaft 
wind  wee  let  faile,  the  Home  firft,  and  fo  eatred  into 

wee  had  fay  led  about  a  league  and 
a  halfe  into  the  riuer  the  winde  turned,  and  we  anchored  i 
at  20  fathom;  there  the  ground  was  flippery  ftones,  for 
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about  halfe  an  houre  after,  the  winde  blowing  hard 
north  weft, both  our  (hips  lying  with  2,  anchors  a 'peece 
out:prcfently  draue  vpon  the  South  fhoare,for  there  25 'i 
anchors  could  not  hauc  holden  them/o  that  wee  verily 
thought  both  our  fhips  would  there  be  caft  away.  The 
great  (hip  fat  with  her  fidewpon  thecliffes,and  (hokc  with 
the  falling  water,  fome  what  lower,  and  ftill  keptftanch, 
but  the  Horne  felt  vpon  the  clifFes,  fo  that  the  water  went 
cleane  from  it ,  whereby  at  low  water  a  man  might  haue 
gone  drie  footc  vnder  the  keele,  right  againft  the  maine 
maft,thc  keele  was  aboue  a  fathom  out  of  the  water, feare- 
full  to  behould,but  as  the  winde  blew  hard  northweft,  it 
kept  it  from  falling  oucr,  which  appeared  to  be  fo,for 
that  when  the  winde  ceafed,  it  fell  from  the  land  againft 
the  winde  vpon  the  fide,  at  leaft  three  fodte  lower  then 
the  keele,  whereat  we  were  all  abalht,  thinking  wee  had 
furely  loft  her, but  when  the  floud  came  with  ftill  weather 
it  rofe  vp  againe,  whereat  we  all  reioyced.In  the  morning 
with  calme  weather  we  wound  of  from  the  wall,  and  the 
fame  night  the /fora?  came  to  vs. 

The  9.  in  the  morning;  we  fetftyle  againe,  and  went 
further  into  the  riuer,  and  came  to  the  Kings  Ifland 
fo  called  by  OliuerVmNoort^ the  Horne  went  behindeit, 
and  there  anchored, but  we  could  not  get  in  with  the  Vni- 
tie,  bccaufethe  winde  was  contraric,  our  men  went  on 
ffiore  into  the  lflmd,  which  was  almoft  couered  ouer  with 
eggs,  for  a  man  Handing  ftill  on  his  feete;  with  his  hands 
might: reach  to  f  4,neafts,eacfa  hauing  3  or4eggsa  peece 
much  like  ( but  fome  what  greater  )  then  Sea-Mues  eggs,  - 
the  birdes  were  blackifh  Sea-mewes  wee  camedthoufands 
of  them  on  board  and  eate  them. 

The  lo.Qur  boate  went  on  the  north  fide  of  the  riuer, 
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to  feeke  for  frcfh  water,  but  found  none,  for  digging 
holes  of  1 4,  foote  deepe, they  found  brackifh  water, both 
on  the  high  hillj^s  and  in  the  valleys,  and  returning  on 
boord  againe, brought  great  flore  of  birds  and  egs  with 
themf 

The  1 1.  the  boate  went  lower  into  the  Riqeronthe 
fouth  fide,  to  feeke  for  men  and  water,  and  found  no¬ 
thing  but  brackifh  water,  there  they  law  fome  Eftriges, 
and  beafts  like  Harts,  with  very  long  neckes,  which 
vvcreafraydeofvs.  Vpon  the  higheft  part  ofthehilles 
we  found  fome  burying  places,  which  were  heapesof 
ftones,  and  we  not  knowing  what  that  meant, pulled.  the 
ftones  of  from  one  of them,  and  vnder  them  found  mens 
bones  of  i  o  and  1 1  foote  long, they  buried  the  dead  vpon 
thetopofthe  hilles,flat  on  the  ground,  &eouer  them  al¬ 
io  with  ftones,which  keepes,them  from  being  deuouered 
by  beafis  or  birdes. 

The  1 2.13,14.15. andi6.  ourmen went  continually 
on  land  to  feeke  for  water,  but  found  none,  euery  day 
bringing  good  flore  of  birdes  and  fifties  on  boord. 

The  1 7.  We  layd  our  fhippejwithin  the  Kings  Jfland  on 
the  wall,  with  a  high  water,  to  make  it  cleane,  where  it 
wasdrie  that  wee  might  goe  round  about  it  drie  foot. 

The  1 8  the  Horne  was  alfo  layd  on  fhore  about  2  mu£ 
ket  Ihot  from  our  fhip,  to  make  it  cleane, 

.  The  1 9*as  we  were  bufie  about  both  the  fhips  to  make 
them  cleane,  and  burnt  reeds  vnder  the  Horne ,  the  flame 
ofthe  fire  fodainly  got  into  the  fhip, and  prefently  tooke 
fuch  hold  thereof that  in  the  twinckling  of  an  eye,  it  was 
fo  great  that  wee  could  by  no  meanes  quench  it,  by  rea- 
fonit  lay  fo.foot  drie  from  the  water  fide,  and  by  that 
meanes  we  were  conflrained  to  ftand  ftill,and  fee  it  burne 
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before  our  eyes,  not  able  to  doe  any  thing  to  faue  it. 

The  20.at  a  high  water  we  laneht  the  Vnitie^ into  the  wa¬ 
ter  again e,  and  went  to  the  ^w&quencht  the  fire,  but 
the  fhip  was  burnt  cleane  downe  to  the  water, The  next 
day  when  we  had  caft  the  water  out  of  that  part  of  it  that 
was  left,we  faued  all  the  wood,  iron-worke,  anchors,  or¬ 
dinance,  and  what  elfe  that  was  to  be  gotten  and  put  it 
intoourfhip. 

The  2  y  our  men  found  certaine  hols  full  of  frefh  wa¬ 
ter  which  was  white  and  verythicke,  from  whence  fome 
of  them  daily  fetch  water,in  litle  rondlets  on  there  fhoul- 
ders  fome  went  armed  with  muskets  to  defend  them, o- 
theis  fetcht  birdes,5t  egges,andyoungfea  Lyons  which 
we  eate,  and  arc  ofa  reafonable  good  taft.The  fea  Lyons 
are  a  kind  of  fifh,as  big  as  a  litle  horfe,wi  th  heads  like  Ly¬ 
ons,  and longrough  hairc  about  their  neckes,  but  the 
fhe  Lyons  are  without  haire,and  not  halfe  Co  great  as  the 
hee,  we  could  not  kill  them  but  with  mufketfhot  either 
in  thebrcft  or  the  paunch,  for  though  we  gauethem  roo. 
blowes  with  ftaues  and  other  things, and  made  the  bloud 
runoutoftheirmouthesandnofes,  yet  they  would  run 
away.-while  we  lay  there  in  the  riuer,we  had  great  windes 
and  fome  times  ,  much  raine,  andftormes. 

The  9-of  fanuarie,i  616.  we  left  fetching  water  into  the 
fhip,  and  the  io.  weefetfayle,  to  goe  on  our  voiage,  but 
fhe  windcomming  ontofthefea,we  were  forced  to  an¬ 
chor  againe  by  the  Lyon  ijland-  and  that  day  got  great 
ftore  of filh  and  birdes.  *  *  B 

The  i  2  our  Pinnace  rowed  to  the  Pinguijns  //ZW,to  fetch 
Rifiguijmfaut theweather  was  fo  fouIe,that  they  could  not 
get  a  boord  againe  that  day, but  lay  all  night  in  the  Smelt* 

%  tjnd next  morning  came  to  vs  laden  with  Pinguijns. 9 
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butbyreafon  of the  great  number  of  them,  they  were 
fpoyled,  and  weeaft  them  ouer  board. 

The  i  3  about  noone,we  failed  out  of  Porto  Defir £,but 
the  fea  being  cakne  we  anchored  before  the  hauen,  and 
when  the  winde  began  to  rife,  hoyfed  anchor  and  put  to 
fea, 

The  1 8  we  faw  Sebaldes  Jjlands  Co uth  eaft  from  vs  about 

leagues,  they  lie, as  Sebald  Dewert  writes, diftant  from 
theftraighr, eaft  northeaft,and  weft  fouthweft, about  fo, 
leagues,  then  we  were  vnder  $  I  .degrees. 

The  20  we  faw  iY«wn^driue,and  pcrceiued  that  we 
had  a  great  ftreame  that  went  fouth weft,  then  vve  were 
vnder  j  3  degrees, &*geft  that  vve  were  about  20  leagues 
fouth  ward  from  the  ftraights  otMagdan.  The  11  wee 
were  vnder  f  3 .  degrees. 

*  The  23  in  the  morning  wee  had  a  South  winde,  and 
about  noone  it  vvaxtealme,  then  the  winde  blew  weft, 
and  we  had  ground  at  $0  fathom  blacke  land y,  with 
finale  ftones,  after  that  the  winde  turned  north,  with 
finooth  water  and  faire  weather,  The  water  (hewed  as 
whiteas  if  weehad  beene  within  the  land,  weeheld  our 
courfe  fouth  and  by  weft,  about  3.  of  the  clocke  after 
noone  we  faw  land  weft,and  weft  fouth  weft  from  vs,  and 
notlongafterthatvvefavvitalfb  in  the  fouth,  then  ha¬ 
iling  a  north  winde  we  went  eaft  foutheaft,  to  get  aboue 
the  land ,  it  blew  fo  hard  in  the  hollow  water,  that  wee 
were  forced  to  take  in  our  top  fay  les. 

The  24, in  the  morning,  wee  faw  land  onftarre-boord 
not  aboue  a  great  league  diftant  from  vs,  there  wee  had 
ground  at  40.  fathom,  and  a  weft  winde,  the  land 
flrecht  eaft  and  fouth,  with  very  high  hills,  that  were 
all  coucred  ouer  with  ice #  V V ec  faylcd  alon g  by  that 
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land,  and  about  noone  pail  ic  and  faw  other  land  eaft 
from  it,  which  alfo  was  very  high  and  ragged. 

Thefe  lands  as  wee  geft  lay  about  8.  leagues  xme  from 
the  other,  and  teemed  as  if  there  were  a  good  paflage  be- 
tweene  them,  which  we  were  the  better  periwaded  vnto, 
for  that  there  ran  a  hard  ftreatne  Southward  betweene 
both  thofe  lands. 

Then  about  noone  wee  were  vnder  ^degrees  46. 
minutes  and  after  noone  wee  had  a  north  winde  and 
made  towards  this  opening, but  about  euening  it  calmed 
and  that  night  we  draue  forwards  with  a  hard  ftreame, 
and  little  winde.  There  we  faw  an  innumerable  num¬ 
ber  of  Pingui/ns  and  thoufands  of  Whales,  fo  that  wee 
were  forced  to  looke  well  about  vs, and  to  wind  and  turne 
to  fliun  the  Whales,  leaft  we  fhould  faylevponthem. 

The  2  5  in  the  morning  we  were  clofe  by  the  eaft  land, 
which  was  very  high  and  craggy ,which  on  the  north  fide 
reacheth  eaft  fouth  eaft,  as  farre  as  wee  could  fee,  that 
land  we  called  States  land^ but  the  land  that  lay  weft  from 
vs,  wee  named  Maurice  landf  Weperceiued  that  on  both 
Tides  thereof, there  were  good  roades,and  fandy  bayes,for  ; 
on  cither  fide  it  had  Tandy  (brands  and  very  faire  fandie 
ground.  There  are  great  ftore  of  fifh,  Pinguijns  andPor- 
pelfes,  as  alfo  birdesand  water  enough, but  we  could  fee 
no  trees,  wee  had  a  north  winde  intheentrie  and  went 
fouth  fouthweft,  with  aftife  courte,  at  noone  wee  were 
vnder  5  y  degrees  5  6  minutes,  and  then  held  our  courfe 
fouth  weft,  with  a  good  ftiarpe  winde  and  raine,anda 
ftife  gale;  we  favv  the  land  on  the  fouth  fide  of  thepa£ 
fagevpon  the  weft  endeof  Maurice  van  Najfawes  land , 
reach  weft  fouth  weft  and  fouthweft,  as  farre  as  wee 
could  fee  it,all  very  high  and  craggie-Iand.  Intheeuen- 
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ing  the  vvindc  was  South  Weft,  and  that  night  wee 
wendouth  with  greatwauesorbillowesoutofthefbuth- 
vveft*  and  Very  blew  water  ,  whereby  wee  iudged,  and 
held  for  certaine  that  we  had  great deepe  water  to  loef- 
ward  from  vs,  nothing  doubting  but  that  it  was  the  great 
South  lea,  whereat  we  were  exceeding  glad,  to  thinke 
that  wee  had  difcoueredaway,  which  vntill  that  time, 
wa s  vnknowne  to  men  „  as  afterward  wee  found  it  to 
be  true  f 

There  wefaw  extreame  great  Sea-Mewes,  bigger  of  bo¬ 
dy  then  Swannes.jtheirwinges  being  fpread  abroad,  were 
each  of  them  aboue  a  fathom  long.  Thefe  birds  be¬ 
ing  vnaccuftomed  to  fee  men,  came  to  our  (hip,  and  fat: 
thereon,  and  let  our  men  take  and  kill  them. 
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.  The 2 6.  we  were  vnder  57  degrees,  with  a  flying 
ftorme  out  of  the  Weft  and  fouth  weft,  the  whole  quar¬ 
ter,  with  very  high  and  blew  water, we  held  ourcourfe 
Southward,  and  in  the  north  weft  faw  very  highland 
in  the  night  we  turned  north  weft  ward. 

The  27  we  were  vndcr  56.  degrees  yi,  minutes,  the 
weather  very  cold,  with  haile,and  raine,  the  windc 
Weft  and  Weft  and  by  fouth, and  we  went  Southward 
and  then  croft  northward  with  our  maine  jfailcs. 

The  28  wee  hoyfed  our  top  fayles,  then  wee  had 
great  billovves  out  of  the  Weft ,  with  a  Weft  vvinde 
and  then  a  northeaft,  and  therewith  held  our  courfc 
South,  and  then  Weft  and  Weft  and  by  South,  and 
were  vnder  hftie  fix  degrees  and  fort ie  eight  mi¬ 
nutes. 

The  2?, wee  had  a  northeaft  vvinde,  and  held  our 
courfefouth  weft  and  faw  two  Iflands  before  vs,  lying 
Weft  fouthweftfrom  vs,  about  noone  wee  got  to  them 
but  could  not  layle  aboue  them,  fo  that  wee  held  our 
courfe  north,  about  them  they  had  drie  gray  cliffes, and 
fome  low  cliffes  about  them,  they  laywndtr  57  degrees, 
louthward  of  the  cquinodiall  line,  wee  named  them 
Barneuells  lfiands^  from  them  we  fayled  Weft  north 
weft:  about  euening  we  faw  land  againc ,  lying  north 
weft  and  north  north  weft  from  vs,  which  was  the  land 
that  lay  South  from  the  ftraights  of  M&gelan  which 
reachcth  Southward  ,  all  high  hillie  Jande  couered 
ouer  with  fnow,  ending  with  a  fharpe  point,  which 
wee  called  Cape  Horne ,  it  lyeth  vnder  57,  degrees 
and  48 ,  minutes,  - 

Then  wee  hadde  fa  ire  weather,  and  a  North 
vvinde,  with  great  Billowes  out  of  the  Weft,wd  held  011 
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courfe  well,  &  found  aftrongftreamethat  ran  weftward. 

The  30.  vve  ftill  had  great  billowes  out  of  the  weft: 
with  hollow  water  and.  a  ftrong  ftreame  that  went 
yveftvvard,  which  allured  vs  that  wee  had  an  open  wav 
into  the  South  fea,  then  we  were  vnder  <7.  degrees,  24 
minutes;  7  6 

The  3 1 .  vve  had  a  north  winde,  and  fay  led  weft,  and 
were  vnder  y8.  degrees:  then  the  winde  turning  weft  , 
and  weft  fouch weft,  fomewhat  variable,  we  palled  by 
Gape  Van  Herne,  and  could  fee  no  more  land,  and  had 
great  billowes  out  of  the  weft^  and  very  blew  water 
which  then  fully  affined  vs  that  vve  had  the  broad  fouth 
lea  before  vs,  and  no  land  ?  the  wind  was  very  variable 
with  greateftore  of  hayle  and  raine, which  forced  vs  of-  - 
ten  times  to  vvjnde  to  and  fro. 

The  iirft  of  February ,  wee  had  cold  weather, 
with  a  florae  out  of  the  South-weft,  and  fayled 
with  . our  maine  fay les,  lying  northweft  and  weft 

The  2,  the  winde  weft,  wee  %Ied  fouth  ward, "and  1 
vvere  ',Tncler  57-  degrees  yg,  minutes.and  found  12.  de¬ 
grees  Northvvarde  variation  of  the  Compare.  That  , 
day  vvefaw  many  great  Sea- mewes, and  other  birds, , 

The  3.  wee  were  vnder  59.  degrees  25.  minutes,  with 
indifferent  weather,  and  -a  hard  weft  winde,  and  gefTed  • 
t  at  we  were  that  day  vnder  79.  degreesand  ahalfe,.  but  , 
law  no  land,  nor  any  figne  thereof  in  the  South. 

The  4.  we  were  vnder  yd.  degrees  4 3. minutes,  with' 
variable  windes,moft  fouthweft,  and  wound  to  and  fro 

as  the^windblew,  with  1 1.  degrees  northeaft ward  varia¬ 
tion  of  Compaffie.: 

The  5., wee  had  a  ftrong  ftreame  out  of  the  weft,  with' 
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hollow  water ]  whereby  wee  could  beare  no  faylc,  but 
were  forced  to  driuc  with  the  winde. 

The  8  .  the  winde  was  fouth,  and  wee  held  weft,  and 
the  winde  blowing  north  weft,  we  turned  fouthward,  be¬ 
ing  vnder  59.  degrees,  little  Idle: the  wind  being ftifte 
north  weft  and  north  northweft,  with  mift>  colde,  ,hayle, 
andfnow,  wee  had  our  maine  fayles  our,  and  held  our 
eourle  weft, 

Thenextday,it  was  very  cold,  raw3  moift  and  miftie 
weather. 

The  1 2.  our  men  had  each  of  them  three  cups  of  wine 
infigneofioy  for  our  good  hap,  for  then  the  Sraightes 
o^Magelan  lay  eaft  from  vs :  the  lame  day  by  aduice  of 
allourcouhfelljattherequeftofourchiefeMarchanr,the 
newpalTage  (by  vs  dilcouered  betweene  Mauritius  land 
and  the  States  land., )  was  named  t-he  Sraights  of leMaiti^  , 
although  by  good  right  it  Ihould  rather  haue  bin  called 
William  Schoutens  Straight ,  after  our  Maifters  Name,  by 
whole  wile  conduction  and  skill  in  laylin  g,  the  lame  wa$; 
found.5 

During  the  time  that  wee  palfed  through  that  New 
Straight^and  fayling  fouthward  about  that  New  found 
land,  till  we  got  to  the  Weft  fide  of  the  Straights  of  Ma~‘ 
gelan  for  the  moft  part  we  had  a  very  ftrong  ftreame,  hol¬ 
low  water,  continual]  raine,  mifts,  moift  and  thicke  wea¬ 
ther,  with  much  hay  le  andfnow:  whereby  wee  endured 
much  trouble,  mifery  and  difeale.  But  in  regard  that  we ' 
had  lo  luckily  dilcouered  that  Paflage,  and  hopingthat 
the  places  which  we  were  yet  todifcoucr  would  likewife 
fall  out  well  y -wee  were  encouraged,  not  once  thinking 
vpon  our  former  hard  paflage,  with  allured  mindes  de¬ 
termined  to  goe  forward’ on  our  voyage.  ^ - 
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The  1 $.  we  ftill  had  rauch  raine  and  mitty  darke wea¬ 
ther,  and  faw  many  birds  and  Porpefles. 

The  14.  We  were  vnder  5 1.  degrees  50.  minutes, with 
miftydarke  and  moift  weather,  asalfothe  1 5.  but  flight 
water,  being  vnder  y  1. degrees  12.  minutes,  thewinde 
Weft,  holding,  our  courfe  north,  and  found  that  the 
ftreame  therc,ran  north. 

The  next,  the  wind  ftill  held  north  weft,  north  north- 
weft,  and  weft,  to  the  2  day,  then  we  had  thegenerall 
South  winde,  and  good  weather,  with  hollowbiliowes 
out  of  the  fouthweft  and  were  vnder  46.  degrees  and  30. 
tninutes,  _ 

T  he  24.  Wee  hoy  fed  our  vpper  Ordinance  out  of  the 
hold,  and  placed  it  aboue  vpon  our  decke. 

The  2f.ofIanuary,  we  hoyfed  all  ourfayles,becaufe 
we  entered  into  a  peaceable  Sea,  and  had  paft  all  ftormes 
and  hard  weather. 

The  27.  We  hoyfed  vp  our  fecond  tyre  of  Ordinance, 
and  placed  it  in  our  fecond  Orlope,  for  in  Porto  Deftre 
wee  had  layd  it  downe  in  the  hold,  and  all  thinges  that 
might  hinder  the  wind,  and  then  were  vndtr  40.  degrees 
withfaire  Weather,  a  fouth,and  fouth  foutheaft  winde, 
and  a  good  gale,  as  the  day  before,  and  held  our  courfe 
northward. 

The  28.  our  counJell  and  the  foure  Matters  determi¬ 
ned  to  fayle  to  the  Iftes  of  John  Fernando,  t  here  to  refre/h 
vs,  becaule  fome  of  our  men  by  meanes  of  the  great 
paines  and  labour  taken  by  them  were  extreame  weary, 
and  fome  had  the  flax \  that  day  wee  were  vnder  3  5 .  de¬ 
grees  55,  minute^  In  the  eueaing  wee  bare  butfmall 
fay  le,  fearing  to  fall  vpon  the  land  by  night,  and  becaufe 
we  would  notpaffe  beyond  it:in  the. nighr,  wee fayled 
sJT  [  >  northeaft 
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northeaft. 

The  firftofMarch  in  the  morning  wefawthe  Iflands 
of  John  Fernando,  right  before  vs,  north  norcheaft,  with 
afouth  winde,  faire  weather,  and  a  good  gale.  About 
noone  wee  got  to  them,  vnder  3  3.  degrees  and  48, 

»  minutes. 

Thefeare  two  Iflands,  both  of  them  very  high  land  : 
the  fmalleft  lying  moft  weftwardfls  a  very  dry  bare  Ifland 
with  nothing  in  it  ,  but  bare  hilles  and  clifles,  thegrea- 
teft  ( lying  eaftward)  is  alfo  full  ofvery  high  hilles,but 
hath  many  trees,  and  very  fruitfull.  Therein  are  ma¬ 
ny  beaftes,  as  hogges,  and  goates,  vpon  the  coaft  admi¬ 
rable  numbers  of  good  fifli^  .which  makes  the  Sfanyards 
^often  times  come  thither  to  hfli,  and  in  fliort  time  fill 
^theirfhipsand  carry  them  to  Peru,  We  went  on  the  weft 
fide  of  thofe  Iflandes,  which  was  not  well  for  vs,  for  there 
we  muft  haue  gone  about  eaftward  to  get  into  the  Road, 
which  lyeth  on  the  eaft  point  ofthegreateft  Ifland,  for 
going  about  on  the  weft  fide  behind  the  land,  we  fhould 
haue  gotten  vnder  the  land  in  the  calme  water,  becaufe 
the  land  there  is  high  and  calmc,fo  that  we  could  not 
get  to  the  land  to  anchor  with  ourfhippe,  andtherefore 
fent  our  boate  out  to  found  the  depth,  which  camea- 
boord  againe  in  the  the  euening,  and  told  vs,  that  clofe 
hy  the  land  wee  had  40.  and  30,  fathomefandy  ground, 
which  ftill  leffeneth  till  it  come  to  3 .  fathom  good  to  an¬ 
chor  in,  befides  a  faire  greene  valley,  full  of  greene  trees, 
pleafantto  behold,  but  becaufe  of  the  fhortnefle  of  the 
time  they  went  not  on  fliore,  and  in  diuers  places  faw 
frefh  water  in  great  ftreames  run  downeoffthehils,they 
likewife  faw  many  goates  and  other  beafts  vpon  the  hils, . 
which  they  could  nor  well  know,  being  fbfarre  off;  they 
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had  alfo  in  Ihorttime  taken  a  great  number  of  good  fifti, 
fo£  the  hooke  was  no  foonerm  the  water  butprefenrly 
they  tooke  fifh,fo  that  continually  without  ceaiing,they 
did  nothing  but  draw  vp  fiih,moft  of  them  being  Corco- 
bados^ndSteenbrafleSjandlaw  many  fea  Wolues;  thcle 
newes  cheared  vp  our  men,  fpecialiy  thole  that  were 
troubled  with  looienefle  hoping  there  to  refrelh  them- 
felues :  that  night  it  was  calme  weather,  fo  that  the 
ftreame  draue  v  s  fbme  what  backe  ward . 

The  2.  day  we  were  with  ourihip  clofe  vnder  the  land 
againe,  but  could  not  getfo  neere  ( what  meanes  ibeuer 
we  vfed  )  to  finde  ground,  wee  on ce  againe  fent  our  men 
on  land,  fome  to  nfh,  and  lome  to  feeke  for  cattell,  they 
law  many  hogs,  goates,  and  other  beaftes,  but  by  reafon 
that  the  woods  were  thicke  they  could  not  get  them:  and 
the  while  that  lome  of  them  fetcht  water,  they  that  were 
in  the  boate  had  taken  almoft  two  tunnes  of  filh,  all  with 
hookes,  and  fo  we  were  forced  to  leauethat  fairc  IOand, 
and  could  get  nothing  elle  there. 

The  3.  we  draueatjeaft  4.  leagues  beneath  the  Iflands, 
notwithftanding  that  all  that  quarter  we  did  the  beft  we 
could  to  laile  neere  to  it,  whereof  at  laft  being  vvearie, 
•  .  (feingitvvas  vnpoffible  to  be  done)  vve  determined  to 
leauethem,  and  to  holdonourcourfe,toperformeour 
voyage,  euery  day  hauing  a  good  fore-vvinde,  to  the 
great  griefeofourficke  men,  who  thereby  vvereclcane 
out  of  comfort,  but  God  holpe  them. 

Thefe  Iflands  are  vnder  3  3.  degrees  40.  minutes  .•  this 
refolution  taken,  wee  fet  our  courle  northvveft  and  by 
Weft,  with  a  good  South  gale  of  vvinde,and  fayre  wea¬ 
ther. 

The  1 1 .  vve  paft  T roPim  Capricormsxhe  fecond  time, 
;  -  -  with 
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with  a  ioutheaft  vvinde^  our  courfe  northvveft,  there  vv<? 
had  the  generall  eaft  and  eaft  foutheaft  vvinde, and  held 
our  courie  north  northvveft  to  the  i  %  till  we  were  vnder 
1 8.  degrees,  then  we  changed  our  courfe, and  went  weft, 
and  made  our  rowing  Shallop  ready,  to  vfe  it  when  we 
came  neerc  any  land. 

The  17.  vye  were  vnder  19.  degrees,  and  held  our 
courie  Weft  northvveft. 

The  20.  vve  were  vnder  17  degrees, with  very  high  bil- 
lovves  ourofthe  fouth,the  vvinde  ioutheaft  as  before,we 
held  our  courie  Weft  northvveft,  our  Compaflethen  be¬ 
ing  halfe  a  Strike  variation  northweftward,euer^*day  we 
faw  many  Pilfters,& other  birds,  Pilfters  are  white  birds, 
with  red  billes,andreddifttheads,  and  long  white  clouen 
tayles,of  two  or  two  footc  and  a  hal  e  long,  they  are  to 
beieene  in  all  parts  ofrheworld,wherefoeuerweiayle, 
and  are  as  big  as  a  common  Sea  mew. 

The  :^fwe  were  vnder  15. degrees, and  held  our  courie 
weft, euery  day  hauing  hollow  billowesoutofthefouth, 
and  continuall  ftifte  cold  winde  eaft  ionrheaft,  andftill 
went  forward ,  with  a  good  gale. 

The  $.of  Aprillbeing  bailer  day, we  were  vnder  if. 
degrees  1 2  minutes, at  which  time  vve  had  no  variation 
of  Compafte,for  the  needle  ftood  right  north  and  iouth, 
then  the  flux  began  much  to  trouble  our  men,  for  at 
times, halfe  of them  at  theleafthad  it. 

The  9.  John  Cornelius  Sehouten  that  had  beenc  Mailer 
ofthc  Borne ,  ( IWlliam  Cornelius  Schoutens  Brother,  our 
Mailer  )  died,  when  he  had  lyen  fickc  a  moneth. 

The  ro^In  the  morning  after  vve  had  prayed, his  dead 
body  was  throvvne  ouer  boord,  and  prefently  after  wee 
faw  land  northvveft  and  northvveft  and  by  north , about

three  leagues  from  vs,  alow  Ifland,  not  very  great,  there 
alfo  wee  faw  great  numbers  of  Sea-mewes  and  fifli,  and 

e~  °nUf  C0U,e  t0  r^e  ^handy  thinking  to  haue  fome 
rerrefmng,  whereof  in  regard  of  the  flux  wee  had.  great 
neede  About  noone  wee  got  to  the  Ifland,  and  caft  out 
our  lead, but  found  no  ground, and  therefore  put  out  our 
Shalop,  to  fee  ifwecouldfinde  any  ground,  the  Shalop 
returning,  they  told  vs  that  they  found  ground  at  2 
thorn  about  a  fmall  musket Ihot  from  the  land.they  fayd 
ado  that  they  had  feene  many  Hayes  and  other  fidLfuch 
as  we  round  about  John  Fermndos  Iflands,  but  we  durft 
riot  goe-^ith  our  (hip  fo  dole  vnder  the  land, fearing 
fome  danger.  Then  our  Shalop  went  to  the  land  again  e  * 
tofee  what  they  might  get  there,  but  commingneereto 
the  Ifland  they  could  not  get  to  theftrand  with  the  flialop 
t  e  water  rulht  fo  hard  againfl  the  fliore,  which  bur  men 
perceimng,  eaptinto  the  water  and  fwam,and  drew  one 
another  to  land,leauing  the  fhaiop  fall  with  a  drag, about 
euening  they  came  on  boord  agai'ne,  and  could  get  no¬ 
rm  ng,but  onely  fome  greene  hearbes,  which- tafted  - 
h  e  vnto  Holland  Tuinkars,  they  laid, that  there  they

KrThfJHiy?  *  w®e  P£rc«u«J,  feraed  at  high  water 
for  the  moft  part  to  be  ouerflownc,  it  had  nothing  about' 

k  but  a  kinde  of  wall  like  a  ditch,  full  of  greene 
trees,  pleafant  to  behold,  and.  in  the  middle- of  them  - 
and  eHe  where,  much  fait  water.  It  is  vnder  if  deareS

courfeWeft,  towards  the  Iflandsof  Salomon?  and  called 
that  Ifland  Dogs  ifland. , 

In  the  night  it  blewe  hard,  with  a  great  Ihowrc  of 
raine. 

The  14.  the  winde  eaft  and  eaftibutheaft,  weefayled 
W.eftand  weft  and  by  north,  with  winde  and  weather  a- 
forefayd,  and  faw  much  fifli,  and  many  birdes:  after 
noonevvefaw  another  low  Ifland  North  weft  from  vs 
being  very  great,  and  reached  northeaft  and  fouth weft, 
wherat  wee  reioyced,  hoping  to  get  water  and  fome 
refrelhing  there,  and  made  to  it,  holding  our  courfe 
northweftf 

,  About  euening,  being  with  our  Ihip  about  a  league 
from  the  land,  there  came  a  Canoe  to  meete  vs,with4* 
Indians  in  it,al  naked,of  a  reddilh  colour, very  black  long 
haire:  they  kept  a  good  way  from  our  ftiip,firft  calling  to 
v$, making  fignes  to  haue  vs  come  on  land, but  we  vnder- 
ftood  them  not, nor  they  vs, not  withftanding  that  we  an- 
fvvered  and  called  to  them  in  Spm(b?Molucus ,  Iauan?znd 
our  o  wnc  Netherland  Ipeech. 

About  euening  at  Sunne-fetting,  we  got  to  the  land, 
but  found  no  ground,  nor  no  changing  of  -water,  al¬ 
though  we  were  fo  necre  to  the  ftiore,  that  with  a  musket 
we  might  fhoote  into  it,  and  therefore  put  to  Sea  againe, 
and  the  Canoe  to  land, where  a  great  many  Indians  fk ood 
vpon  the  ihore  to  watch  for  them :  not  long  after  againe 
there  came  another  Canoe  from  the  Land  to  our 
Ihippe,  but  would  not  (asthefirft)  comeaboord,  they 
called  to  vs,  and  wee  to  them,  but  vnderftoode 
not  one  the  other,  at  laft  their  Canoe  ouerthrewe 
in  the  water,  but  they  fo  one  turned  it  vp  againe, 
and  leapt  quickly  into  it,  they  (hewed  and  pointed 
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towards  the  land,  and  wee  the  like  to  them  towards  the 
fhippe,  but  they  would  not  come,  wherewith  we  held  on 
ourcourfe  and  left  the  Ifland,  fayiing  South  andfouth- 
weft  to  get  aboue  the  land :  the  Ifland  was  not  broad,  but 
fomewhat  long,  and  full  of  trees,  which  as  wee  gelled 
were  Palmitas  and  Cocus  trees,  it  lies  vnder  i  y .  degrees 
if.  minutes,  hauing  whice*fand  ground,  that  night  wee 
law  fire  vpon  the  land  in  diuers  places. 

The  ryf  in  the  morning,  hauing  in  the  nightfayleda. 
bout  ten  leagues  fouth  fouthweft,  wee  layled  clofe  along 
by  the  land,  where  we  law  many  naked  men  {landing  on 
fhorc,  calling  and  crying  (asitfeemed)  to  bid  vs  come 
on  land, and  then  again  there  came  another  Canoe  from 
the  land  towards  our  {hip,  with  three  Indians  in  it, which 
alfo  called  to  vs,  and  would  not  come  aboord, but  rowed 
to  the  Shalop,  and  went  clofe  to  it,  our  men  {hewing 
them  all  the  friend  (hip  they  could,  gluing  them  fome 
beadcs  and  kniues,but  they  vnderftood  not  oneanother 
hauing beene  a  little  while  by  the  Shalop,  they  left 
and  came  fo  neere  to  our  .fhippe,  that  we  caft  oiica  final! 
rope  to  them,  which  they  tooke,  but  would  not  enter  in¬ 
to  the  {hip,  but  went  into  the  Shalop;  which  came  backe 
from  the  land  [without  doing  any  thing,  and  hairing  bin 
a  good  while  in  it,  atthe  laft  oneof  them'came  into  the 
gallerie,  and  drew  out  the  nayles  of  the  windowes 
in  the  marchants  and  MaftersCabines,  and  taking  them 
away,  hid  them  in  his  haire,  they  were.defirobsof 
Iron;  for  they,  ventured  to  pull  out  the  bolts  with 
their  hands,  and.  to  carry  them  away,  we  fbughtto 
keepcone  of  them  in  the  (hip, and  to  lend  one  ofour  men 
with  the  other  two  in  their  Cano  to  land  to  make  friend- 
>e  with  them  but  they  would  not,  they  were  very 
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theeuifti  peoplc,all  naked, only  a  peeee  of  a  mat  hanging 
before  their  priuie  members.  Their  ikin  was  marked 
with  diners  figures,  as  Snakes, Dragons,  and  fach  like 
things  which  (hewed  very  blew,  as  if they  had  bin  Burnt 
0  thereon  with  gun-powder,we  gaue  them  wine, as  they  fat 
in  the  Canoe,  but  they  would  not  glue  vs  the  cup  agaitfe. 
We fent  our  Shalop  once  againe  to  the  land,  vv|h  8. 
mufketiers,and  6.  men  with  (words  Claus  lohnCon 
our  vnder  Marchant,  and  AriceClaufon the  Marchant  6 f 
the  Horne^  went  with  them,  to  fee  what  vvas  to  be 
gotten  i  n  the  Ifiand ,  aiid  to  make  friend  (hip  v^ith<thettif 
But  as  fooneas  they  were  by  the  firand  and  the  men 
wentoiifhore,  there  came  at  lead  50  Indians  out  of  the 
wood  with  great  Oubror  Cudgels  and  would  hauc 
takenourmens  afmesfromtherh  iSid  thDUgbitddt'ffW 
thoS’haldpi  vpdn  the  land,  ventred  to  take  two  pf  obr 
men  out  of  the  Shalop,  thinkingtQ  Carrie  them  into  the- 
vyoodjbut our  mufketrers,  hauing  their  mufkets  ready, 
difchargtd'  three  of  them  amohgfi:  them,  and  verily 
thought  thqr  either  killed  or  fore  vvoundedfdme 
of  them.  They  like  wife  hadde  long  fiaues,  with  very 
long  fharpe  things  at  the  endes  thereof, which  (as  wee 
thought)- were  firmes  ofbiacke  fifties,  they  alfo  caft 
fiones  with  (lings,  but  (God  be  thanked  )  hurt  none  of 
our  men,  bowes  they  hadde  not,  as  farre  as  wee  could 
fee  .  Our  men  faw  fomc  of  their  women,  that  cryed 
and  clafpt  their  men  about  the  neckes ,  but  knew 
not  what  they  meant, but  thought  they  did  it  to  get 
them  from  thence.  That  Ifiand  (by  reaibn  wee  could 
there  finde  no  ground  to  anchor)  we  called  the  Ifiand 
without  ground.  On  the  out  fide  it  was  Jow  plaiue 
ground,  full  of  pakne  trees^but  within  fiill  of  fait  water* 
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At  Iaft  \yhcn  wee  law, that  there  was  nothing  to  be  gotten 
v-yr^pecmin^d  foleaueit, ana  with;  an  eaft  vyinde;  held 
our  eo^fe^yeftto  fenward..- There  we  'had*  flight  wa¬ 
ter  and  no  biilowes  as  the  day  before  we  had  out  of  the 
South,  and  therefore  we  geft  that  Southward  there 
was  more  land,  it  i4s  yn<ier  15  degrees,  about  100  leagues  * 
^ift^u,frpfji  \EMgf  WVfki  y. & r. 

The  16.  in  the  morning  betimes,  wee  faw  an  other 
IflancJ,  Northward  from  ys, which  we  made  to,but  found 
it  as  the  other,  without  anchor  ground,  within  alfo 
being,  lalh^t^wnedi^^d,  yet  on  the  flds  it  was  full  of 
"trees,  but  n6  plume  nor  Cocos  trees.  Wee  put  out 
_our  Shalop  to  found  the  depth,  but,  going  to  the 
ihqre,  found  no  ground,  and  therefore  came  a  boorde 
againe,;  without  dBeu{g  ?an^;thing,  or  Teeing  .  any 
0ty^e -ffnt  ;9qr ,  Sh§lop  once  againe  tq.fee  if  we 
^ufo  get  any  refrerfiing  or  water  vpon  the  land,  who 
returning  againe  tolde  vs  that  they  hadde  found  frelh 
water  not  farre  from  the  fhore,  in  f  pit  op  keele,which 
/they  might  bring  .With  bpckefs  to  the  flrand,  butflard 
to  get  into  the  fliippe,  for  the  Shalop,  by  reafon  of 
the  biilowes,  lay  f aft  at  a  dreg  ,  by  which  meanes 
the  men  were  forced,  to  draw  one  an  other  with  a  rope 
’•.pn  land,  and  .  in  like  fort  on  boorde  againe,  fo  that 
it  was  very  troublefome  and  dangerous  to  goe  on  the 
land,  and  therefore,  fetcht  but  foure  flnall  fats  of  wa¬ 
ter.  There  alfo  wee  found  foch  herbes  as  wee  hadde 
in  the.  Dogs  ifland^  whereof  we  brought  a  fackefull 
aboorde,  and  fome  crabs  as  alfo  fomdhels,  and  homes, 
tiat  had  fifh  in  them  of  very  good  taft,  T  hat  euening 
we  held  on  our  courfe  Weftward?  with  an  eaft  winde, 
and  an  indifferent  gale,  rainie  weather  and  finoth  water*

leagues,  diftant from  the  ocher*  Wee  made  to  it,  andi 
eingbard  by  rr,  fentautour  boace  to  found*  tfifcdepthb 
they  told  vs  they  found  ground  by  a/ point  of  land, 
from  whence  there  came  a.ftreame  ht  twentie ,  twentie  / 
huerand! forcie  fath om,  ru n  ning  fofdyj  dovjme,. .  about/  a ' 
muiket  fhor:  from  the  land,  whereupqh  fveblent-  thei

by,andiwitth:condnuall  JeiHiing  them  >  in  the  ende  when 
threporiiure  dayes  were  paft  we  were  rid  of  them,  wee 
called  torlflandythc  therewith  fet  for¬ 

ward  from  it,  and  had  fame  raineras  alio  the  next  day,

The  2  £.wee  wecrvndcr  n.  degrees  4:1  minuter,  and 
then  againe  had  great  hollo  w billowcs  out  o  1  die  Ion  ch , 
which  the  hext  day  itlfo  continued,  the  winde  was 
north  call  arid  moft  part  eafl,  and  caft  and  by  fouth.

the  vard  lav.  The  layie  was  made  of  mats,  and  as  the 
vvinde  bleyve  they  fayled,  w,itho«t  iCbrapaffie,  or  any 
Inftruments  for  the  Sea,  but:  hookes  to  fifo  withal!, 
whereof  the  vpper  part  was  ftonc,  the  other  blacke 
bone  or  Tortoyfes  Ihclles,  and;  fome  of  them  vvere 
mother  of  pearle.  Their  ropes,  werevery  fayrc,and  al- 
moft as  thicke  as  a.Cable,  made offuchftuffeas the hgge 

frayles  in  Spayue  are.  When  they  fayled  from  vs,  they 

hCThetentb°  We  had  the  vvinde  South  foutheafl,  and 
fouthcaftand  by'  South,  and  held  our  courfe  Weil, 
and  fouthweft,  d  In  the  morning  after  breakefaft,  we 
faw  very  high  land  on  bickcboord,  lying  Southed* 

and  by  iouth,  about  eight  leagues  &om  vsi  vve  made 
toit,  and  iaykdall  that  day  with  a  good  gale,but 
couldnotreach  it,  andtherefore  held  off  in  the  night, 
in  the  eueningwee  fawafayle  a  great  way  beneath  th 

land  and  prefently  after  another  alfo  ,  a  greatdeale  be¬ 
low  the  land,  which  as  wee  thought  were  filhermen, 
for  they  often  wound  to  and  fro.and  in  the  night  they 

made  fires, anddrewneereonevntothcother. 

The  ekuenth  in  the  morning,  wee  vvere  neere 
a  hiah  Ifland  ,  and  about  two  Leagues  fouthvvard 
from  thence,  an  other  long  low  Ifland  that  day  wee 
favled  ouer  a  bankc  of  fouretcene  fathome  deepe, 
ftony  ground,  lying  about  two  Leagues  from  the 
land,  and  as  fooneasweewereouer.it,  weecouldfinde 
no  more  grounde,  Oneof  theShippes  aforefa.d  came 
to  vs,  and  wee  eaft  out  a  rope  at  our  fterne  think.

They  fteere  be- 
hmd  with  2 .  oares,  on  each  Canoe  a  man,  &fometime$ 
rdw^th/thd^darcs’beferts^whettjthey  will  wind^the/hip 
ahh  windcs  of  it  (elfe,  wheiurh^  pull  the  oares  oftr  Qf 
the  water  and  let  it  goe,  or  alone  with  the  windc 
wee  put  out  our  Shalop  to  found, which  ;  came,  and 
told  vs  that  they  had  found  ground  at  1  L4.  and  u.fa^ 
thome,  fiieluie  groufld5aboptia  canon:  fli<k from  fch&Iand*; 
wee  prcfcntly  mad<f  to  it  to  anchor,  and  tooke  in  our 
fayles.  -  T  he  Negroes  feeing  that,  made  fignes  to  vs  to  >- 
goeto  the  other  Ifland,  and/ayled  thither  before  vs.  but, 
wee  arichoned'at  the  ehd^ofthe  Ifland,  at  flue  and  tvmv;

The  other  I/lalvd  is  much  longer,  but  lower,  lying 
Ea/t  and  Weft.  As  fObne  as  wee  were  at  an  anchor,  there 
came  three  /mall  fh'ippcs,  that  fayjed  vp  and  dovvnc  a* 
bbm  our  fhippe.f  and>at  leaft:  mne;  or  ten  Giyioes 
boorded  vs,  foms  from'  the  lande,  and  fome  out  of 
the  little  fliippes,  among  the  which3  two  of  them  put 


out  litle  white  flags  in  figne  of  peace,  and  wee  did  the 
like. Their  Canoes,  which  had  3.  and  4  men  apeece 
in  them,  were  flat  before  and  fharpe  behinde,  hewed 
out  of  a  whole  peece  of  reed  wood  .  Wherewith 
they  could  row  exceeding  fwift,  and  when  they  came 
neere  the  ffiip,  they  leapt  into  the  water,  and  fwam  to 
our  (hip,  with  their  hands  full  of  Cocos  nuttes ,  and 
Vbes  rootes,  which  they  bartred  with  vs  for  naylesand 
beades,  whereof  they  were  very  defirous,  they  gaue 
foure  or  flue  Cocos  nutts,for  one  naile  or  a  fmall  firing 
of  beades ,  fo  that  the  fame  day  wee  bartered  for  180. 
Gocos  nuttes, and  at  laft  there  came  fo  many  on  boord, 
that  wee  fcarfe  knewhowtobeflirre  ourfelucs.  We  lent 
our  Shalop  towards  the  other  Ifland,  to  feeifthere  we 
could  n  ot  lie  better,  for  there  we  lay  in  the  open  fea,,  but 
the  Shalop  was  no  foorier  off  from  our  fhip,  rowing  a- 
Jong  by  the  land,  but  it  was  enclofed  round  about  by 
12  or  13, Garioes  of  the  other  Ifland,  and  flill  more 
came  to  them,  the  people  within  them  (hewing  as  if  they 
were  mad,hauingcertainefl:aues  of  hard  wood  in  their 
hands,  like  Clubs,  fharpe  at  the  point, and  a  litle  burnt. 
They  boorded  our  Shalop,and  thought  to  hauc  taken  it 
from  vs,  but  our  merj  being  thereby  conftrained  to  de¬ 
fend  themfelues,  let  flee  three  mufkers  among  thcifi, 
whereat  firfl  they  laugh  t  and  mockt,  thinking  it  but  a 
fportjbut  the  third  time  one  of  them  was  (hot  into  the 
breft-deane  through  his  body,  which  his  fellowes  fee¬ 
ing  went  prefen tly  to  helpe  him,  and  finding  him  to  be 
jfo  forehurt,  all  of  them  kept  of  from  the  Shalop,  and 
went  to  one  oftheir  fmall  fliippeswijthfayles,and  calling 
to  it  would  haue  haddethem  to  ouer  row  the  Shalop, 
as  wee  gcft,  but  they  would  nor,  for  their  Canoes  had 
bin  aboord  osr  fhip, where  they  had  beenc  w  ell  vfed,  and

friendly  dele  with  all.  T’hofe  people  were  very  theetiiffc, 
for  in  our  light  they  Hole;  one  of  oqr  leads  wherewith 
our  men  vfed  to  found,  and  whatfocuer  they  law*  they 
would  fteale  andfwim  away  with  it,asl6meofthemdid, 
that  ftole away  one  ofour  mens  pillowes  and  couerlet, 
others  tooke  kniues  and  what  elje  they  could  finde- 
Wherewith  they  prefently  leapt  ouer  boorde, and  (warn 
away,  fo  that  in  the  night  wee  were  ford:  to  take  in 
our  Shalop,lcaftthey Ihonld.cut  the  rope,  and  carrie it 
away,  they  were  exceeding  defirous  of  iron,  looking, 
round  about  vpon  the  nayles  and  bolts  of  theftiippe, 
thinking  to  pull  them  out  and  co  heale  them  away, but 
they  were  to  fall  in  the  wood  .They  were  luftymen 
well  proportioned,  and  of  great  llature,  and  went  all 
naked  and  vnarmed  onely  their  priuie  members  couc- 
red.Their  haire  was  dreft  aff:er  diuers  fafliionsfome  Ihort 
and  fome  finely  curled ,  fome  had  long  haire  bound  vp 
in  plaits  in  feuerall  manner,  they  were  notable  fv viol¬ 
in  crs.  That  Co^oslflmd  lyes  vnder  1 6  degrees  io  mi¬ 
nutes  ,  The  twelfe  in  the  morning  after  breake-faft- 
time,  there  came  more  Canoes  a  boorde  our  (hip  with 
Cocos  nuts.  Bananas,  Vbas  rootes,  and  fome  litle  hogs, 
and  fome  veflels  full  offfelh  water,  that  day  wee  bar¬ 
tered  with  them  for  one  thOufand  two  hundred  Cocos 
nuts,  wee  were  8f.  men  aboord  and  eucry  one  had 
tvvelue  nuts.They  ftrouc  who  fliould  get  firft  aboorde 
and  thofe  that  could  not  get  to  the  fhippe,  leapt  out  of 
their  Canoes,  and  dined  vnder  the  other  Canoes, to  get 
to  the  fhippe  to  fell  their  ware ,  holding  Vbas  rootes, 
and  bunches  of  Cocos  nnts  in  their  mouthes,  and 
climed  lb  many,andfofaft  vp  to  the  (hippe,  that  wee 
yvere  forced  to  keepe  them  downe  with  ftaues. 
When  they  had  told  their  wares ,  they  leapt  out  of  the 

(hip 
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ftiip  and  Iwam  to  their  Canoes  againe .  They  won¬ 
dered  at  the,  greatneffe  and  ftrength  of  the  fhippe> 
and  fome  ofthem  crept  downe  behinde  at  therother, 
wilder  the  ftiippe,  and  knockt  with  ftones  vpon  the 
bottome  thereof,  to proue  how  ftrong  it  was.  There 
came  a  Canoe  from  the  other  Ifland,that  brought  vs  a 
young  black  wilde  hog,  which  the  king  fent  vs  for  a 
prefent^  wee  would  haue  giuen  the  meffenger  fome- 
what  for  it, but  he  would  not  take  it,  making  iignesthat 
the  king  hadde  charged  him  not  to  take  any  thing. 
At  noone  the  king  himfelfe  came  in  a  great  fluppe 
with" jt  fayle,  of  the  fafhion  aforefayd,  like  an  Ice 
Slcaef,  with  at  lead  thirtiefiue  Canoes  to  accompany 
'him  .  This  king  was  by  his  men  called  Latmf  wee 
receiucd  him .  with  Drummes  and  Trumpets ,-  where 
atjh<y  wondted,  becaufe  they  neuer  hadde  leene 
not  heard  the  like  before,  They  fhewed  vs  great  ho¬ 
nour  and'  much  friendlhip  outwardly  ,  with  bowing 
their  header  clapping  their  fills  together  ouer  their 
heads  and  other  ftrangc  ceremonies.  When  hce  was 
s  lide  way  from  vs  hce  beganne  to  call  and  to  crie 
out  alowdy  as  if.  hee  hadde  prayed  after  his  man¬ 
ner,  all  the  reft  of  his  men  did  the  like,  wee  nor 
knowing  what  it  ipimt,  but  geft  that  it  was  in  freed 
of  a  welcomes  (  :  !  y' t../ 

Prefently  thefeupon  the  king  fent  vsa Jlfatunby  three 
of  his  men,.  to  whom  wee  gaue an  old  hatcher,  a  few: 
heades ,  fome  old  nayles ,  and  a  pecce  of  linnen  cloth,  i 
Sfefch&ec  willingly  iTceiued ,  laying  it  three  times  vp-* 
onhis;  head*  and?  bowing  it,  in  token  of  reuerence,  or 
thankes and  curtefk.  Thole  that  came  into  our 
JhipP,f?l)on  their  knees,  and  kift  our  feet,  andwondred 
Biufiiin  ati  ow!  Ihippc.  Wce  cobid  not  know  the  king 

f  4  from1 
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from  the  other  Indian s, for  he  was  hkewileckaii e  naked, 
but  otiely  that  they. fbewe d  hi m reucren §e3$nd  -he&'com* 
maunded  ouer  hisi  ihsn,  ;c  iW^e  tirade  4l  gifts-  %h i the 
king  fhould  come  aboard  of  our:(hip,hU^Ortd&c4iWe 
aboard,  and  wee  intertainedhim  we{L  butheiiimleffe 
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ourihip,  where  There  was  en  owgH  of  ai  L  rfriftgs  to  b&  . 

Among  other  things  wetartered  with  theiinfor  *ai4g]e's 
of  haire,  that,  were  made  of  reed ,  asm  Holloid&miS&ie 
what  thicker,  with  hookes-  of  motheri-oF'Psari^oi  nrhe 
kihgsrfanhe  fvfepdoto  da  rad  agiiinc*}  I<an£bl$&  iOinoe 
wherein  he  went  had  .'a  great  peecd  Of  Wood  onbatke- 
boord,  wherewith  it‘  kept  Yprightjwpon  that  peace  of 
wood  their  angiedayy  ready  co  cake' A. ....  i  .  j  ? 
The  i  if  in  themomingv  there  came (^anoes 
aboard,  to  trafficke  with  vs,  with  ahafthadb  ofa  ^fmaii 
ihippes,  made  like  ice  (leads,  each  of  them  ,  one  with  an 
other^hauinga  y  men  a .peece  in  them,  an^cue-ry  fmali 
Canoe  4  ory.ivenotknowing^^ti^irihtenierwastei^ 
Canoes  dealt  with  vs  bartering ?Cocos  nutm>  fomay^ 
and  made  rtiow^  as  if  they~were  our  great  friends*  but 
afterward  we  found  it othemifc.-alf  ofthem  madehgties 
to  vs  to  faylc.  to  the  o^h  crafted;,*  checking  .whoctha 
day  before  had  beeneatour  fhippe,  came  likewi  fell! 
his  fhippe  with  a  fayle  to  our  (hip,  and  all  of  thefn 
made  a  great  rioyfe.  Wee  would  gladly  haue  hadde 
hihiaboQrderbut  he  wou  Id  no^where  With  wefufpc£ted 
treafon  fearing  fome  nuichkfb,Tand^ 
all  the  fhippes  and  Canoes  kept  cloie  ilound  about  otie 
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whereat  all  the  Indians  began  to  crie  out  alowd,  which 
we  efteemed  to  be  a  warning  giuen  vnto  them, altogether 
to  fall  vpon  vs,  to  take  our  fhippe  from  vs,  and  then  the 
£hip  wherein  the  king. fayled  before  hee  went  out  of  it, 
boorded  vs,comming  lb  hard  vpon  vs,  as  if  it  would 
hauefuncke  vs,  but  it  ftrucke  againft  our  fhip  with  fuch 
.a  force  that  the  two  heads  ofthe  Canoes  before  brake  in 
peeces,  wherewith  the  men  that  were  in  it,  (among  them 
hauingfomc women)  leapt  into  the  water  and fwam  to 
windward,  the  reft  began  to  flinggreat  number  of  flones 
at  vs  th inking  therewith  to  feare  vs,  but  wc  (hot  at  them 
with  mufkets  and  3  great  peeces  (laden  with  mufket  fhot 
and  old  naylcs)  where  with  all  they  thatwere  in  the  fhip 
and  Canoes  that  lay  about  our  fhip,  leapt  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  we  made  reckoningthatfome  of  them  hadde  forgot¬ 
ten  thewayto  goe  home  againe,and  that  diuers  of  them 
alfo  were  fore  wounded,  and  therewith  they  wentbacke: 
they  knew  not  what  fuch  manner  of  fhooting  ment,but 
yet  when  they  faw  how  we  had  handled  them  with  our 
fhot,  they  kept  aloofe  out  ofthe  reach  of  our  peeces, and 
wee  hoyfinganchor/et  forward  againe  on  our  voyage, 
holding  our  courfc  weft,  and  weftand  by  fouth.  VVee 
were  of  opinion  that  the  king  at  that  time,  hadde  a flem- 
bled  all  his  forces, for  he  had  at  the  leaft  1000.  men,  or 
rather  more, among  them  wee  faw  one  that  wascleane 
white. 

When  wee  were  about  foure  leagues  off  from  the 
Iflands,tnany  of  our  men  would  hauehad  vs  goe  backe 
againe  to  the  Iflands,  by  force  togoe  on  land,  to  refrefh 
ourfelues;  in  regarde  that  wee  had  but  litle  water,  but 
the  mafter  and  the  Marchant  would  not.  The  firft  Ifland 
that  was  fo  high, wee  named  Cocos  Ifland, and  the  other 
that  lay  a  league  diftant  from  it,  wee  called  Traitors 

G  Ifland 
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-  ^l/oydoe  about  me  rvcrU, 

Ifland,  becaufe  the  moft  part  of  the  Indians  that  fought 
to  betray  vs,  came  from  that  Ifland. 

The  14,  in  the  morning,  we  faw  another  Ifland  right 
before  vs,  about  feuen  Leagues  diflant  from  vs,  which 
feemed  to  be  round,  and  as  wee  geft  was  thirty  Leagues, 
diflant  from  the  Iflandas,forelaid.  That  Ifland  wee  cal¬ 
led  the  Hope,  and  made  towards  it,  hoping  there  to  getce 
water, and  better  refrefhing,butcommingto  it,could  find 
nogroundj  and  therefore  put  out  ourShalop,  to  found 
along  thelhoare,  which  about  a  mufket  (hot  from  the 
land ,  found  ground  at  fortie  fathom,  fmall  blacke,  and 
fofcftonie  grounde,  fometimes  alfo  they  had  twentie 
and  thirty  fathom,  but  as  fooneas  they  were  a  Shalops 
length  or  two  from  it,  they  had  no  ground  againe.  Then 
ten  or  twelue  Canoes  came  to  our  Ihippe,  but  wee  would 
not  let  them  come  aboord,  but  Ihewed  them  friendly 
countenance,  and  bartered  with  them  for  foure  flying 
fifties,  for  the  which  wee  gaue  them  fo me beades, which 
wee  let  downe  by  a  rope  at  the  fterne  of  the  (hi  p;  and  they 
taking  them  tyed  the  fifties  to  the  rope,  and  weepuld 
them  vp,  in  the  meane  timeour  Shalop  founded  along 
by  the  land,  which  they  in  the  Canoes  fee  in  g,prefently 
made  towards  it,  and  being  clofe  by  st,  at  firft  fpake  vn- 
to  the  men,  but  withall  compaft  them  about  with  foure- 
teene  Canoes,  and  therewith  fame  of  them  leapt  ouer- 
boord,  thinking  to  fall  vpon  the  Shalop,  or  to  draw  it 
away  with  them,  which  our  men  perceiuing,  (hot  with 
their  Muskets  among  them,  (there  being  fix  Muskets, 
and  other  armes.Courtclafles  and  Pikes  in  the  Shalop) 
and  therewith  kild  two  of  the  Indians  as  they  fat  in  their 
Canoes,  whereof  one  prefently  fell  dead  ouerboorde  , 
the  other  fate  Ail!  with  his  hand  wiping  offthe  bloud 

Vpon  his  bread,  but  at  lad  fell  likewife  ouer  boord  .* 
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the  reft  in  the  Canoes,  were  thereat  in  fo  great  feare, 
that  in  all  haft  ,  they  made  away,  at  which  time  wee  faw 
many  men  (landing  vpon  the  fhore,  that  cryed  and  made 
a  great  noyfe.  But  for  that  wee  there  could  finde  no  fit 


went  forward  on  our  voyage,  holding  our  courfc  fouth- 
weft,  the  better  to  get  to  the  fouth,  hoping  there  to  find 
firmcland.  And  it  was  fo  rough  neere  to,  the  Ifland,  that 
it  was  a  very  bad  place  for  a  boate  to  goe  on  fhoare.The 
Ifland  was  all  full  of  blacke  cliffes,  greeneon  the  top, and 


herbes.  Wee  alfo  faw  many  houfes  along  by  the  Sea  fide, 
and  clofe  by  the  ftrand  there  was  a  great  Village, the  land 
was  hilly,  but  not  very  high. 

Thefifteenewee  werevnder  (ixteene  degrees  twelue 
minutes,  faire  wether,  the  windefoutheaft,our  courfe 
weft, 'and  weft  and  by  fouth. 

The  17.  the  winde  being  Northeaft,  wee  went  weft 
andby  fouth,  butthe two laft quarters,  wee faylde weft 
north  weft.  That  day  it  was  agreed  among  vs,  becaufe 
our  vi&uales  beegan  to  waxe  fcant ,  that  in  fteede  of 
breakfaft,  wee  fhould  giue  ourmcn,halfe  a  cuppe  of 


had  variable  weftwindes,  that  day  wcecaldour  Coun¬ 
fell  together,  to  whom  William  Cornelifon  Scbouten  our 


fand  fixe  hundred  leagues,  eaftward  from  the  coaft  of  iV- 
rn,  andc/;/7f,and  hadndt  difeoured  any  part  of  7 err  a 
Aufiralis ,  as  our  intent  was,  that  therewas  not  any  ap¬ 
pearance  to  difeouer  any  thing  to  our  contentments  that 
wee  alfo  had  fay  led  further  weftward, then  wee  intended, 


wee  fhould  fall  fouch ward  vpon  N<ma  Guinea,  and  that 
if  there  wee  ftould  finde  no  paffitge  or  way  to-  gette 
through,  (it  being  very  dangerous^  vneertaine  and  not 
kno  wne)  that  then  both  (hippe  and  goods  would  be  loft 
and  wee  our  felues  likewiie  fhould.  perifh,  it  being  vn- 
pofnble  to  come  Eaftward  backe  a  game  from  thence, 
by  reafon  of  thefteadfaft£aftvvindes,thatinthe  weft 
parts  continually  blow,  that  we  alfbliad  but  imallftore 
of  victuals,  andfawrio  meanes  as  yet  to-  encreafe  them, 
and  therefore  asked  their  counfell,  whether,  it  was  not 

CIr,  e,  wa^  10  a^ter  their  courfe,  andto fayle north- 
ward,  thereby  to  get  northward  to  Nona  Gninea,m& 
lo  to  the  Mclucoes,  which  they  confideringoflandvvell 
weig  ing  ound  his  reafons  to  be  true,  and*  thought  it 
neceflary  to  be  done,  and  therefore  all  with  one  con- 
lent  agreed  to  fayle  Northward,  not  to  fallfouthward 
vpon  NmtGumex,  being  an  vneertaine  way,  but  rather 
Northward,  to  holdeacertaieie  courfe,  which  was  pre- 
ently  put  in  effeft,and  we  fet  our  courfe  north-north  weft 
The  nineteenth,  the  winde  South,  and  our  courfe 
North,  atnoone  vvee  law  two  Iflandes,  Northeaftand 
byEaft,  about,  eight  leagues  from  vs,  which-  feerned 
to  lie  about  a  Cannon  fliotdiftantone  from  the  others 
Then  wee  went  northeaft,  tofayleabouttheland,  with, 
raireweather,  butno  greatgale. 

The  20.  The  wind  was  northeaft,  andwe  did  chebeft 
feylabouringto  gettotheland. 

Theoneandtwentieth,  the' winde  wasEaft,  with  a 

Imall  gale;  and  when,  wee  were  about  a  league  from  the 
land’  'here  came  twentie  Canoes  to  our  (hip,  to  whom 
wee  (hewed  all  fignes  of  friendfhipp,  but  ode  of  them 
jwtft  itwood tn-Magay  (ftarpeat  the  poynt)  in  hiy 
Jiandi  .threatened,  to  flioote  atoneof  our  men,,  and  cry-

cd  alowde,  as  they  did  in  the  other  Ilknd,  which  wee 
thought  was  a  figne  among  them.to  fall  vpon  vs,where- 
vpon  we  difchargcd  two  ot  our  great  Peeces,  and  there- 
withall  fome  ot  our  Muskettes,  whereby  two  of  them 
were  hurt,-  and  the  reft  prefently  made  away,  as  they 
fledde  throwing  a  fhirs  overboord,  which  they  hadde 
ftolen  out  of  our  gallery-  After  that,  tome  ofthem  tooke 
courage  againe,  and  came  oncemore  with  certaine  Ca¬ 
noes  to  our  thippe  ,  and  wee  fayling  eloierto  the  land 
beeaufe  we  had  no  ground*  put  out  our  Shalop  to  iound 
the  depth,  with  8.  musketiersin  it,  but  they  found  no 
ground*  and  when  they  thought  to  come  backe  againe 
tochelhip,  6.or  8.  Canoes  boorded  them,  thinking  to 
enter  the  boate,  and  to  take  their  armes  from  them: 
wherewith  to  defend  themfelues  they  were  forced  to 
fooot  with  th  eir  muskets  among  them,  and  kild  fix,  and 
hurt  many  ofthem: ,  fbrwhen  they  fled  our  men  Towed 
to  one  of  their  Canoes,  that  had  no  man  in  it  bat  one 
that  lay  dead,  whole  leggs  hung  ftill  inthe  Canoe,  they 
threw  his  body  into  the  Sea^  and  brought  the  Canoe 
aboord  their  Shalop,  wherein  they  found  a  Clulvwitha 
long  ftaffe  like  a  halfe  prke.  In  the  night  time  our  men 
came  againe  to  vs  and  could  find  no  anchor  ground,  and 
therefore  that  night  we  held  offand  on  clofe  by  the  land. 

The  2  2-  wedid  thebeft  we  could  to  get  to  the  land, and 
commirrg  to  it,  fent  out  our  Shalop  todbund' along  by 
the  lltore,  that  found  ground  at  filtie  fathome  ,ftiduie 
groundabout  a  Cannon  foot  from  the  land,  which  ftill 
leilenedandwaxdhallowertofo.  and^,  fathome  and' 
wee  anchored  at  3  ^fathome,  fheluie  ground,  till  wee 
could  .find  a  better  place.  Our  (hippe  matter  rowed 'with  > 
die  Shalop  and  our  boate  to  found  euery  where,  and: 
found  aiit  place  to  lay  the  fhippe  in,  which  was  clofe  * 
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by  our  fliippe,  in  a  creeke,  hard  by  a  litle  frefheriuer, 
whereunto  wee  prelent ly  fay  led,  and  tor  that  thewinde 
was  contrarie,wce  fayled  into  it,  to  thatbeing  in  the 
bay  we  lay  a  (tones  call  off  from  the(hoare,in  thecreeke 
at  nine  fathom  water  (lieluie  ground,  T here  we  made  our 
(hip  faft  with  foure  ropesjin  fmooth  water, and  the  frero 
water  ranne  downe  out  of  the  hill  into  the  tea,  right 
againft  the  place  where  our  Ihippe  lay,  whereby  while 
our  men  fetcht  water,  or  did  any  thing  vpon  the  thoare, 
,  if  the  Indians  hadde  ter  vpon  them,  wee  could  beate 
them  off  with  our  ordinance.  The  fame  day  there 
'  came  diuers  Canoes  to  our  (hippe,  bringing  tome  Cocos 
nuttes,and  Vbasrootes,  others  brought  a  liue  hog,  and 
two  rotted  hogs,  for  the  which  wee  bartered  and  gaue 
them  flight  kniues,beades,  and  nayles.  Thotepeopleal- 
fowere  theeuifli,  and  would  twim  and  diue  exceeding 
well,  as  thole  in  the  other  Iflands  could  doe, their  houfes 
flood  along  the  ttrad  which  were  round  &  made  of  leaues 
tharpeon  the  top  and  dole  like  a  paint- houfe,  to  let 
the  water  fall  downe, about  hue  and  twentie  foote  in 
compas,andten  or  twelue  foot  high,  with  a  low- hole 
to  goe  in  (looping ,  in  them  there  was  nothing  to  bee 
feene,  but  fome  dried  herbes ,  like  haye,  to  (leepe  vp¬ 
on,  and  an  angling  rod^  or  two,  and  in  fome  a  wod- 
denclub  orftaffe,that  was  all  their  houfe-hold  fluffe, 
the  both  bed  and  worfer  fort,  for  the  king  himfelfehad 
no  more,  ^ 

The  2  j  we  bartered  againe  for  more  Cocos  nuts, and 
Vbas  rootes, which  the  Canoes  brought  to  our  fhip, that 
day  there  came  a  great  number  of  men  downe  to  the 
flrand,  which  as  it  feemed  came  from  all  places  of  the 
IflandjWondring  to  fee  our  (hip. 

T he  2 4fAris  CUufoti,  Reymie  Siwvfon  Snocke, and  Cor- 

nelifon 
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relifon  Schouten  wcnc  on  land  to  bee  hofhgcs,  to  make 
friendlhip  with  the  Indians,  and  for  them  wee  hadtf* 
of  their  principallmen  in  our  fhippe,  whom  wee  vfed 
friendly,  giuing  them  mcateand  drinke,and fome  pre- 
fents,  as  they  did  to  our  men,  giuing  them  Cocos,and 
Vbasrootestoeate,  and  water  to  dnnke  .  The  king 
fhewed  our  mengieatreuerence,  and  gaue  them  foure 
lide  hogs,  that  day  our  men  fetcht  hue  fats  full  of  water 
peaccabiy  with  out  quarreling, for  when  any  of  the  Indi¬ 
ans  came  neereour  boate,  the  king  himfelfe  camethe- 
ther  and  draue  them,  thence, or  lent  one  of  his  men  to 
doe  it.  His  men  were  very  obedient  vnto  him:  Tor  as 
it  chanced  that  one  of  our  couteiafles  was  flolenaway 
from  vs,  and  wee  told  one  of  the  kings  gentlemen 
thereof,  hee  gaue  forrie  of  the  Indians  charge  to  fetch 
it  againe,  and  prefently  he  that  had  taken  it, was  fought 
for,  and  although  hee  was  gone  a  good  way  of,  they 
brought  him  backe  who  being  come,  the  coutelalTe  was 
layd  downeatour  feete,&  he  was  beaten  with  ftaues,they 
making  fignes  vnto  vs  with  their  lingers  vpon  their 
throates,  thatifthe  Herico  (that  is  the  king)  knew  of 
it,  his  head  Ihould  be  cut  off,  and  after, that  wee  had  no¬ 
th  ingftolen  from  vs,  neither  on  the  fhoare,  nor  in  the 
fhippe,  nor  elfe  where.-  neither  durft  they  take  a  fifh 
that  wee  angled  for,  Thofe  people  were  very  fearefull 
of  our  (hooting, for  when  we  fhotoff  amulkec,  they  all 
ranne  quaking  and  fhivering  away,  and  wee  put  them 
in  more  feare,  when  wee  fhewed  them  that  wee  could 
(hoot  with  the  great  peeccs,  which  the  king  defired  vs 
once  to  doe,  which  being  done  they  were  all  fo  fearefull 
andabafht  therear,  that  all  of  them  as  alfo  the  king, 

(  fitting  vnder  his  Belay,  or  canopy,  notwithftandmg 
all  that  we  could  fay  or  doe  to  perfwade  them,)  fore  ama- 
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fed  ranne  into  the  woods ,  and  left  our  men  fitting 
there  alone. But  not  long  after  they  came  againe,  fcarfe 
balfc  well  allured. 

The  25  .Arts  ClawfinjClaus  lohnfin^nd  Daniel  le  Main, 
went  on  land  againe, to  barter  for  hogs,  but  they 
would  not  barter  .  But  after  the  king  hadde  layd  his 
prayers, (  which  hee  vfed  to  doe  euery  time  that  wee 
went  on  fhore,)  (hewed  vs  great  friendlhip,  and  we  the 
like  to  him. 

The  16 f  Jacob  le  Maire  ourMarchant  and  Arts  Claw- 
fin  went  on  Ihore  bur  could  get  no  hogs  of  the  Indians, 
becaufe  they  themlelues  hadde  great  neede  of  them,ha- 
uing  litleelfeto  eate  bucVbas  rootes,  Cocos  nutts,  a 
few  hogs,  and  fome  Bananas,  our  men  were  very  wel¬ 
come  vn to  them,  and  hadde  great  reuerence  fhewed 
them,  for  they  trod  vpon  mats,  and  the  king  and  his 
lieuctenant  gaue  them  their  Crownes,  which  they 
tookc  of  from  their  owne  heades,  and  let  them  on  their 
heads,  in  recom pence  whereof,  Jacob  le  Maire  gaue  them 
fome  prefentsof  litle  worth, wherewith  they  were  very 
wellplealed. 

The  crownes  were  made  of  long  finall  white  feathers 
and  vnderncath  and  aboue  mixt  with  fome  red, &  greene 
feathers,  for  they  haue  many  Parrots,  and  Ibme  Doues, 
whereof  they  make  great  account,  for  euery  one  of  the 
kings  counlell  had  adoueby  him  fitting  vpon  afticke., 
thole  Doues  are  white  on  their  backes,andall  the  reft 
blacke  lauing  their  brefts  which  are  reddilh ,  all  that  day 
wee  fetch  t  water,  and  bartered  lor  good  ftore  of  Cocos 
nuts,  and  Vbas  rootes. 

The  27,  and  2  8. wee  got  all  our  water  into  the  (hip, 
then  William  Cornelifin  Sshouten  our  matter,  and  Arts 

Clawfin  went  on  land  with  the  trumpets,  which  the 
-  -  kings 
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tings  tooke  great  plealure  to  hearc,  and  with  much  a- 
doe  got  two  hogs. 

'  That  day  the  king  of  the  other  Ifland  came  to  vifit  the 
king  of  the  Ifland  where  wee  were,  who  after  great  reue- 
rence  and  wonderful!  ceremonies  vied  one  vnto  the  o- 
ther,gaue  each  other  certainc  presents,  as  roots  and  o- 
ther  things, at  lafl  making  a  great  noyfc,as  we  gcft,becau(e 
the  king  oi  the  other  Ifland  deflredtb  tfyifhe  could  take 
our  (hippe,and  to  keepe  our  men  there,  which  the  other 
king  would  not  confent  vnto,  fearing  fome  hurt  might 
happen  vnto  them.  T  he  kings  Lieuetenant  or  his  Sonne 
came  once  aboord  our  (hip,  whom  we  vfed  in  good  fort, 
and  wondred  much  to  fee  it;  that  euening  our  men  daun- 
ced  with  the  /W/^,wherat  they  much  reioyc.ed,marue- 
ling  that  we  were  ib  familiar, &  bc'haucd  bur  fclues  fo  cur 
teoufly  among  them,  we  were  there  as  free  &  friendly  as 
if  we  had  beene  at  home  in  our  owne  houfes. 

The  nine  and  twentieth,  in  the  morning,  Jacob  le  Maire^ 
Arts  C  law f on,  with  Claus  lohnfon^Ban,  and  one  of  our  Pi¬ 
lots  wenton  (hore,  andbeing  there,  went  into  the  land., 
and  climed  vp  vpon  a  hill;  to  fee  whatfruite  grew  there¬ 
on,  and  to  beholdthecituation  of  the  Ifland,  and  being 
vpon  the  hill,  the  old  king  and  his  brother  came  thither 
to  beare  them  company  :thcre  they  faw  nothing  but  wil- 
dcrnes,and  fome  valleys  that  were  all  bare,  by  reafon  of 
the  great  ftore  of  raine  -that  had  fallen,  they  alfo  found 
fome  red  colour,  wherewith  the  women  colour  their 
heads  and  faces,  and  when  they  faw  that  our  men  were 
weary  with  going,  they  made  fignes  vnto  them  to  goe 
downe  to  the  (hippe  againe  ,  and  led  Je  them  by  a  good 
way,  to  a  piace  where  there  was  fome  Cocos, trees,  full 
of  nuts,  there  they  made  our  men  (it  downe,  and  the 
kings  Lieuetenant  putting  a  firing  about  his  feete,  or 
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feis  hands,  dimed  quickelyivpafmoothhightree,  and 
in  a  trice  fetch  t  downe  io.  Cocos  nuts,  which  atone 
crufh  with  a  fticke  or  a  piece  of  wood,  hefb  ibone  open¬ 
ed,  that  our  men  wondrcd  to  fee  ir,  They  toJd  vs,  that 
they  ,al  wayes  had  warre  with  the  men  of  the  other  Iflantj, 
and  (hewed  vs  many  holes  and  caues  in  the  hill,  and 
bufhes  and  groues  in  the  way,  from  whence  they  iflued 
out,  and  (poyld  and  killed  each  other;  and  would  gladly 
Jiaue  had  vs  goe  with  ourfhippe,  totheothcrlflandto 
helpe  them  there,  to  fight  again  ft  thole  indiamyflth  our 
Peeces,  but  it  .being  no  profit  vnto  vs ,  wee  refilled  it. 
Apout  noone  our  men  came  aboordagaine,  bringing 
with  them  the  young  King  and  his  brother,  that  dined 
with  vs,  and  while  he  late  at  the  table,  we  told  them 
that  within  two  dayes  we  would  goe  from.thcnce, where¬ 
at  the  young  Kinge  was  foglad,  that  for  Ioy,  hce  pre¬ 
sently  leapt  from  the  table,  and  going  into  the  Galle- 
ric,  cryedout,  andfayde,  that  within  two  dayes  wee 
would  begon.  They  were  in  great  feare  of  vs,  (although 
we  Jhewed  them  all  thefriendlhip  we  could,)  and  doub¬ 
ted  that  we  would  take  their  Country  from  them,  Hee 
promifed  vs  that-if  we  would  goe  thence  in  2.  dayes,  hce 
would  giue  vs  10.  hogs, &  a  great  number  of  Cocos  nuts, 
which  they  called  ^//.When  we  had  dined,  the  old  king 
eameaboord  our  (hip, who  after  their  mannerwas  aftat^ 
ly  feemely  pcrfon,about  tfo.yeares  of  age,  bringing  with 
him, 10-  of  his  counfeU ;  we  reeeiued  and  welcomed  him 
as  well  as  we  might.  When  heeentered  into  the  fhip,  he 
fell  downe  vpon  his  face,  and  prayed,  then  we  ledde  him 
into  the  hold,  and  there  againe  he  prayed,  he  wondred 
■much  at  that  heefaw,  as  wee  alfodidat  his  behauiour. 
his  men  kiftour  feete,  and  tookethem in  their handes, 
and  laid  them  on  their  heads  and  their  neckes,  in  figne 
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of  fubmiffion.  The  King  looked  into  all  places  of  the 
ftiippe,  both  before  and  behinde,  and  lookt  as  if  he  had 
beene  in  a  dreamc,  but  fpecially  hce  wonderedatthe 
great  Ordinance,  for  a.dayes  before  he  had  heard  them 
fhot  off,  to  honour  him.  When  hehadfeencthefliipin 
euery  place  he  defiredto  goe  on  land  againc,  and  went 
away  with,  great  reuerence  made  vnto  vs.  OurMarchant 
went  with  him, till  he  came  to  his  B*layy  where  he  ordi¬ 
narily  fate,  and  then  went  out  to  walke  with  the  young 
king, and  about  euening  came  aboord  againe.In  the  eue- 
ningwith  moonG^im^ArisCUwfon  went  out  to  fifti,and 
hauing  taken  a  great  (hole  of  filh,went  to  the  king,  there 
he  founde  a  number  of young  wenches  dauncing  before 
him, one  played  on  a  hollow  piece  ofwood  like  a  pomp^ 
which  made  a  noy  fe,  whereat  the  young  wenches  daun- 
ced  after  their  maner,  very  finely,  and  with  a  good  grace,; 
according*©  the  mea&re  ofthe  noyfe  ofthe  Inftrument.1 
Our  people  wonted  to  fee  thofe  wilde  people  daunce  ‘ 
in  that  fort, and  in  the  night  they  came  on  boord  againe;r 

The  30.  In  the  morning,  the  king-lent  vs  2.  little  hogsr  ; 
for  a  prefent :  thefameday,  the  King  ofthe  other  Ifland  5 
came  to  fee  the  King  of  that  Ifland,  &  with  him  brought' 

1 hogs,  and  $  00.  men  in  his  company,  all  of  them  ha- 
uingcertaine  gr-eene  hearbs  hanging  about  their  midles, 
whereof  they  make  their  drinke.  When  the  Kinge  was 
neerevnto  the  other  King,  hee  beganne  a  farre  offwith 
tenge  ceremonies  and  reuerence  to  bow  downc  his  bo¬ 
dy, falling  with  hisface  vpon  the  ground, &  praying  with 
a  great  noiie,  and  much  zeale,as  we  thought.  The  other 
king  went  to  meete  him, and  likewife  with  a  great  noyfe' 
and  ftrange  geftures,vfed  him  very  reuerently,  and  after 
much  adoe,  they  both  rofe  vp  on  their  feete,  and  Went 
andiate  together  vnderthe  kings  BeUy7  and  there  were) 
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aiflembled  together  at  teaff  nine  hundred  men.  When 
they  went  to  fit  downe  they  prayed  againe,  according 
to  their  maner,hanging  downe  their  heads,  and  bowing 
downe  to  the  ground,  holding  their  hands  one  in  ano¬ 
ther,  which  .wee  admired.  Af  ter  noone,  At  is  Clavpfon 
being  on  fhore,  Jacob  le  Mme^  Claus  Iohnfon  were 
fentfor,  who  went  a  fhore,  with  foure  trumpets  and  a 
drummerto  the  two  kings,  there  the  trumpets  blew,and 
the  drum  play  d  before  them,  wherein  they  tooke  great 
pleafure:  after  that  came  a  company  of  Pefants,bringing 
with  them  a  quantity  of  greene  hearbs, which  they  called 
Caua ,  fuch  as  the  300,  men  aforefaide  had  about  their 
midles,and  all  together  at  once  began  to  chaw  the  herbs 
in  their  mouthes,  which  being  chaw  d  they  tooke  it  out 
of  their  mouthes,  and  laid  it  all  in  a  wooden  veffell,  like 
a  tray, or  trough, and  when  they' had  chawd  a  great  dcale, 
they  poured  water  into  it,  and  fo  ftirred  and  preft  it  toge¬ 
ther,  and  gaue  the  liquor  thereof  to  the  kings  to  drinkc, 
who  dranke  thereof  with  their  gentlemen :  they  alio  pre- 
lented  that  notable  drinke(as  a  fpeciall  and  a  goodly 
prefen t)  to  our  men,  but  they  had  enough,  and  more 
then  enough  ofthe  fight  thereof.  They  alio  brought 
a  great  number  of  Vbas  rootes,  which  they  had  rofted, 
and  fixteene  hogs  that  were  onely  ript,  and  the  guts  ta¬ 
ken  out,  butallbloudy,  and  not  wafht,  andhauingeer- 
taine  hoteffones  put  into  their  bellyes,  and  outwardly 
their  haire  finged  off  by  the  fire, Were  wel  rofted  after  their 
maner,and  they  eate  them  as  fauourely  and  with  as  good 
an  appetite,  as  wee  could  doe  when  they  are  well  fodden 
orroft<°d  after  our  manner,  Thofe  people  yeeld  great 
reuerence  and  refpeft  vnto  their  Kin ges,  for  all  the 
meate which  thVy  brought  before  their  King, (who 
in  their  language  they  call  Hcrico  )  they  laid  it  vpon  their 
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heads,  and  kneeling  on  their  knees, fet  it  downe  before 
the  king .  Of  thofe  1 6  hogs  aforefayd,each  king  gaue  vs 
one,  prefen  ting  vs  therewith  in  this  fort,  firft  they  Jayd 
them  vpon  their  heads,  and  kneeling  layd  them  with 
great  humilitie  at  our  feet, and  with  them  gaue  vs  i  i.litie 
liuc  hogs,  and  fome  indifferent  great.  And  wee  gaue 
them  3  .copper  beakersyp  kniues,  twclue  old  nailes,and 
fome  beades,  where  with  they  were  wellplcafcd.  1  his 
feaft,  and  meeting,  our  men  faw  with  great  delight  &  ad¬ 
miration, which  done  abouteueniog*  they  came  aboord. 

The  31.  in  the  morning,  the  kings  of  both  Iflands 
came  aboord  our  fhip,with  their  troupes  of  gentelmcn, 
aftertheir  manner.  The  chiefe  of  them  hadde  greene 
Cocos  leaues  about  their  neckes,  in  figne  of  peace.  We 
feceiued  them  (as  they  had  done  to  vs)  with  great  reue- 
rence,  and  led  them  into  the  Cabbin,anddnto  euefy 
£lace  of  the  fhippe,  and  when  they  hadde  fecne  all,  they 
gaue  vs  fix  hogs,  Both  the  kings  themfelucs  layd  them 
firftone  after  the  other  vpon  their  heads, and  then  downe 
before  our  feet,  with  great  humilitie, bowing  their  heads 
downe  to  the  ground,  meane  time  while  wee  tooke  a- 
way  the  hogs  we  led  them  into  the  cabbin  againe,  where 
wee  gaue  them  two  bundels  of  beades ,  and  each  king 
two  kniues  and  fix  nayles,  and  there  with  they  friendly 
tooke  their  leaue  of  vs,  and  went  on  land.  Jacob  le  Maire 
our  Marchant  beare  them  company  to  the  fhore,to  whom 
they  gaue  three  hogs  more.  Which  hee  brought  aboord 
the  fhippe, and  then  wee  prepared  ourfeluesto  fetfayle, 
to  the  great  contentment  of  the 'Indians  of  that  Ifiand, 
becaufe  as  long  as  wee  were  there, they  alwayes  feared  we 
would  kil  them, and  raketheircountry  from  thcm.Thofe 
people  were  men  of  good  vndcrftanding,andof  great  fea¬ 
ture,  for  the  leaft  man  of  them  was  as  big  as  the  tailed 
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of  vs,  and  the  tail-eft  of  them  was  farre  higher  then  any 
ofvs,  they  were  ftrong  men, and  well  proportioned  of  bo¬ 
dy  and  limbs, they  went  very  faft,andfwam  anddiued  vn- 
der  the  water  excellent  wcil^their  colour  was  altogether 
browneyealow, they  were  very  .curious  in.,  the  dreiftna 
and  trimming  of  their  haire, fome  haddeit  curled/ome 
frizled,  fbme  ware  it  bound  vpin  long  foldes  4fyfor 
6i  together  ,as  our  women  doe  in  haire-laces,  and  fome 
(which  was  Grange  to  fee)  had  their haire  ftanding  vp- 
right  vpon  their  heads, about  a  quarter  of  an  elielong  like 
j  r^]cs;  The  king  had  a  long  Iocke  of  haire  on  the 
left  lide  of  his  head,  that  hung  downe  beneath  hishipps 
bound  vp  with  a  .knot  or  two;  His  gentlemen  hadde 
two  luch  lockes,  on  each  fide  of  their  heads  one-  they 
went  naked  all  alike  both  men  and  women,  onelyfome 
litle  thing  handfomely  tyed  before  their  priuie  mem-; 
bers.  The  women  werevery  vnfightly  both  in  face  and 
bodyroffmall  ftature,  Their  haire  cut  dole  to  their 
h  cades,  as  our  mens  in  HolUndy their  brefts  long  hang¬ 
ing  downe  to  their  bellies  like  lether  latehels,  rhey  are 
very  lecherous,  for  they  fufFerthemfelues  to  be  vfed 
by  their  men  openlyinall  mens  fight,  and  in  the  kings 
owne  pretence,  onely  vnder  a  mat.  We  could  not  per- 
ceiue  that  they  worfliipped  God,  or  any  ;Gods,  or  vfed  1 
any  deuorion,  neither  the  one  nor  the. other,,  but  li-« 
ued  without;  care,  like  birdes  in  the  wood They 
had  no  fkill  of  buying  or  fellings  butwith  flaggsthey 
delivered  .vs  fome  what,  and  wee  in  like  fort  to  them 
againe.  They  neither  fowe  nor  reape,  nor  doe* 
any  worke,  There*  the  earth  of  it  felfe  yeeldes  all- 
that  they  neede  to  Maine  their  dines  .•  as  Cocos 
Vbas, Bananas, and  fuch  like  fruit.  Whenrhe  water  - 
falks.  .v.Th€  women  iboke  vppn  the  fhoare  pn  the  Tea?  * 
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jfide  for  fifties,  and  when  they  will,  they  take  them  with 
their  hookes  ,and  eate  them  raw,  fo  that  there  men  may 
plainely  behold  and  fee  the  golden  world,  whereof  the 
Poets  write  .  When  wee  left  that  Ifland ,  wee  called  it 
Horne  ljlandy  after  the  name  of  the  tow ne  from  whence 
wee  came,  and  the  bay  wherein  wee  anchored,  the 
Vnities  bay,after  our  ftiippes  name.-that  day  for  the  moft 
.part,  vve  were  bufie  to  get  out  ,  and  to  hoyfe  vp  our  an¬ 
chors,  one  of  our  cables  was  fretted  in  peeceswith  the 
fharpencfle  of  the  ground  where  it  lay,  16  wee  loft  that 
anchor  then  wee  drew  vp  an  other  anchor,  and  the  cable 
fretting.vpon  acliffe,brakeas  wee  wound  it  v  p  and  loft 
that  anchor  alio.  This  bay  lies  on  the  fouth  lidc  of  the 
Eye  land,  in  a  docke,  on  the  one  fide  their  is  a  fand, 
which  at  law.watcr  is  dry, on  the  other  fide, the  firmc  land 
butyetfoulevpon  the  Shore.  There  we  lay  with  foure 
anchors  and  foure  cablcsout, at  io/athom  Tandy  ground, 
about  a  mufket  Ihotfrom  the  litlc  riuer  from  whence  the 
frefh  water  ran.  Wee  might  well  haae  lyen  with  the 
(hip  in  the  litle  riuer  without  danger,  in  the  place  where 
wee  lay  vve  could  not  ftirre,becaufe  it  was  16  narrow: 
about  noone  vve  were  vnder  lay le,  and  ranne  Weft 
fouth  weft  tilleuening,to  get  into  thebroad  lea, after 
that  vve  held  our jeourfe  weft,  with  an  eaft  vvinde ,  glad 
that  vve  had  eafed  and  refrelhed  our  felues  16  well  at 
that  good  Ifland,  and  were  fo  well  prouided  of  good 
water,  fame  hogs,  Vbas  rootes,  and  a  great  number  of 
Cocos  nuts,  and  Bananasrthe  place  where  wee  lay,  is 
vnder  14.  degees  f  6.  minutes. 

The  firft  of  Iune, about  noone  we  were  vnder  1  3. degrees 
i  ^minutes,  the  vvinde  eaft,  our  eourfe  North  .  The 
nextday  the  wind  ftill  continued  eafterly,and  vve  went 
northvveft  and  weft,  and  moft  part  north  weft  and  by 
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weft,  with  a  hard  courfe,  vve  vvercvnder  14  degree? 
45-  minutes,  then  wee  faw  greatlfore  ot  bii ds,and  held 
weft, and  weft  fouth  weft,  with  hollow  billowes  out  of 
the  louth  foutheaft. " 

The  20.  the  winde  northeaft,  wee  went  weft,  and  in 
_  the  euening  faw  land,  all  that  night  driuing  without 
%le,  to  keepe  off  from  the  land,  and  then  were  vnder  4. 
degrees  ycyninutes^  • 

The  2 1.  the  winde  eaft,  wee  made  towards  theland, 
that  was  very  low  and  going  neere  vnto  it,  found  many 
fands'which  ftrecht  northvveft  of  from  the  land,  there 
were  3  .or  4.  Iflands,  all  very  fmall  but  full  of  trees.There 
a  Canoe  boorded  vs,  being  of  the  fame  fafliionasafore^ 
but  fome  what  greater,  able  to  hold  $  or  6  men.The  men 
in  all  rcfpe&es  as  the  former,  and  fpakethe  fame  lan¬ 
guage,  but  fome  what  blacker  hauing  lome  thing  before 
their  prime  members.  Their  armes  were  bowes  and 
arrowes,  which  were  the  firft  bowes  that  wee  lawa- 
mong  the  Indians  in  the  fouth  foa,wee  gaue  them  fome 
beades  and  nayles,  but  they  pointed  towards  the  Weft 
to  tell  vs  that  there  was  more  land,  where  their  king 
dwelt ,  and  many  things  to  be  hadde.  Therefore  vve 
held  our  eourfo  weft  ward  againe,  finding  no  fit  place' 
to  anchor  in.  This  Ifland  Jay  fouth  fouth  weft,  and  weft 
from  vs,  vnder 4:degrees  47.minutes. 

The  2  2.  the  windeeaft  louth  eaft, wee  fayld  weft,  and 
weft  and  by  northj  vnder  4.  degrees  45.  minutes-  that 
quarter  wee  hadde  a  good  gale  of  winde,  and  faire  wea¬ 
ther,  and  that  day  faw  at  leaft  twelue  or  thirteene  Ifland® 
one  clofe  by  an  other,  weft  fouth  weft  from  vs,  reaching 
foutheaftj  and  northvveft  about  halfe  a  league,  but  fay  led 
sslongby  them5leauingthem  on  backeboord. 

The  24  the  winde  fouth3  at  nooqe  wee  law  land  on 
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back-boord, being  3  .lowIflands,that  lay  louthweft  from 
vs,very  greeneand  full  pf  trees,  two  of  them  were  2  miles 
long  a  peece,the  third  very  lidc,  the  fhore  was  hard  cliffie 
ground,  there  likewise  wecouldfind  no  anchoring  :  wee 
called  them  the-G^r^e Iflands.W eailo  law  ahighlfland 
that  had  7  or  8.  hoqels  forth  right, lying  weft  &  by  north 
from  vs,  in  the  night  we  held  offand  on,  flaying  till  day. 
The  2  ^  in  themorniiig,as  wee  were  layling  by  the  a- 
forelaid  IOand,  we  law  other  land before  ys, in  thefourh- 
weft,  which  was  exceedin g  hi gh, which  we  thought  to  be 
thepoyntof  Koua  Guinea,  we  made  towards  it, leaning 
the  other  high  Iflandthat  lay  weftward,  which  we  called 
S .  Ivlins  Iflandjbecaufe it  wa§  S.  John  Baptijls  day.  About 
noone  wee  got  to  it,  and  fayled  along  by  it  with  aneaft 
loutheaft  wind,  but  could  find  no  anchor  ground ,we  lent 
out  our  Shalop  to  found  the  depth,  that  went  along  by 
the  fhore  betweene  the  Ihip  anditj  and  being  lomewhac 
neare  the  fhore,  there  came  2.  or  Canoes  to  it,  with 
blacke  Indians  in  them,  all  naked,  without  any  thing  be¬ 
fore  their  members,  which  fiercely  caftftones  at  our  men 
with  flings,  but  as  foone  as  our  men  began  to  fhoote  at 
them  they  fled  awayfThe  Shalop  came  on  boord  againe, 
without  finding  any  ground,  telling  vs  that  the  peoples 
language  was  cleane  contrary  to  the  former,  we  fayled  a- 
long  by  the  coaft,  which  was  very  high  and  greene,  plea- 
fant  to  behold,there  we  faw  much  land  as  it  had  bin  hou- 
fes,ateuening  we  gotabout  thepoint  into  a  bay, there  we 
anchored  at  4?.  fathom,  vnfit  and  vneuen  ground,  The 
fame  euening  there  came  2.Canoes  to  the  Ihip, and  fpakc 
to  vs,  but  we  vnderftoode  them  not,  all  thatnight  they 
held  watch  againft  vs, with  fire  all  along  their  coaft.-we  lay 
about  a  Cannon  Ihot  diftant  from  the  (hore,  againft  a  run- 
ningriuer:  th  at  night  it  was  very  ftill  calmemoone-ftiine 
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weather,  the  windon  the  land*  there  came  fome  Canoes; 
dole  vnder  the  gallery  of  our  fhippe,  from  whence  wee- 
threw  them  fome  beades,  flicwing  themall  the  friends 
(hip  wee  could,  withall  making  iignes  vnto them,'  to 
bring  vs  fome  Cocos  nuts,  hogs,  oxen,  or  goates,  if  they, 
had  any,  but;  they  flayed  ftiil  moflpartol the  night  by 
vs,  crying  andhoilowing  after  their  mannerfFhey  were 
wilde blacke  andrude mem  This  land  as  we  geft,  lay  di- 
flant  from  the  coaflof  Per*,  1 842.  leagues* 

The  2 6.  In  the  morning,  there  came  8,  Canoes  about 
our  fliip,  whereof one  had  1 1.  men  in  it,  the  other  4  5. 
6*and  7.  men*  They  rowed  clofe  about  our  Ihippe,  and 
were  well  furnifhed  with  armes  after  their  manner,,  as 
Ajjdgayes  or  Clubs,  wooden  fwordes  and  flings,  we  (hew¬ 
ed  them  what  friendfliip  we  could, and  gaue  them  beades 
and  other  trafh, making  fignestothemto  goe  on  fliore,to 
fetch  vs  hogs,  hens, Cocos  nuts,  and  other  fruite,fuch  as 
they  had, but  they  had  another  njeaning, and  all  together 
began  fiercely  to  fling  with  their  flings, St  other weaponsy- 
thinking  to  mafier vs,  but  we  ftandingvpon  our  guarde, 
Ihotwith  our  muskets  and  great. (hot  amongft  them,  and 
flew  at  leaft  io,or  n.ofthem;  They  left  the  great  Ca-» 
noe,  and  5.  other,  and  leaping  into  the  fea,fwam  to  land, 
we  put  out  our  Shalop,.  and- rowed  with  itamongthofe 
tliat.fvvam  away,  and  flaying  fome  of  them,  ,  brought 
three  of  them  prifoners  into  our  fhippe, that  were  fore 
wounded,  and. 4  of  thek  Canoes,  which  we  hewed  in 
pecces,  to  make  fire  for  the  Cooke.  The  hurt  men  were 
cured, but  one  of  them  dyed,  about  noone  our  men  row* 
cd  with  the  2;  wounded  men  to  thcland, along  the  ftiore* 
there  the  prifoners  cryed  to  their- fellowes  to  bring  vs 
hogs,  Bananas  and  Cocos  nuts,  wherewith  one  Canoe 
came.aboordjthat  brought  a  little  hog,  and  a  bunch  of 
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Bananas,  wee  let  one  of  the  men  at  ten  hogs  ijanfbine, 
the  other  that  was  fore  hurt,  welctgoe  in  the ‘Canoe, 
becaufc  we  doubted  he  would  not  line, thole  men  had  2f 
holes  bored  in  their  noles,  on  citfyerfideone,  wherein 
they  ware  rings,  ftrangc  to  behq0e.  -There  we  la  wan  o- 
ther  Ifland, lying  North  from  that  great  Ifland. 

The  27.  VVe  hid  our  empty  vends  full  of  water,  and 
that  day  we  got  a  hog  from  the  land,  and  there  law  di¬ 
ners  red  birds.  _  .  _  gni  aiisr 

The  2  8.  there  came  certarne  Canoes  abbord  our  (flip, 
but  brought  nothing  with  them  i  neither  would  they 
ranfom  their  man,  therefore  we  let  him  goe  on  Ihore  a- 
gaine.  Wee  thought  thole  people  tobe  Papooj ,  for  all 
their  halre  was  (hort,  and  they  eate  Betell  andCfialke 
mingled  with  it,  that  nigh  twee  hoyled  anchor,  and  Ice 
fayle,  with  a  fmall  gale  of  winde. 

'j.  The  2p-the  wind,  was  variable,  and  ourcourfewas 
north  weft*  and  north  weft  and  by  north,  with  faire  wea¬ 
ther  till  noone,  then  it  calmd.At  euening  we  werc  ftillin 
fhe  fight  of  the  poynt  of  the  Ifland,  and  yet  we  laylcd  a- 
iong  by  the  land,  which  reached  northweft,  and  north 
and  by  weft,  withmany  bayes  and  crookes.  Theiame 
day  vve  favv  three  high  Iflands  more, that  lay  northward 
from  the  great  Ifiand,  about  f.  or  6f  biles.  Then  wee 
werevnder  3.  degrees  20.  minutes. 

The  30.  in  the  morning,  driuing  inacalme,  diners  Ca¬ 
noes  with  blacke  Indians  came  aboord  our  (hip,  who  in 
figne  of  peace,  as  they  entred, brake  their  Ajfiigayes  ouer 
their  heads,  they  brought  vs  nothing,  butdefired  fome- 
thing  ofvs.They  feemed  to  be  better  and  friendlyer  peo¬ 
ple  then  the  other  for  they  couered  their  priuie  members 
with  leaues,  and  had  better  kind  of  Canoes,  fet  out 
before  and  behiflde  with  fome  earned  workes,  they  are 
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6?  -  ,  , 
very  proud  ofeheirbeades, which  they  paint  with  chalke 

and  thJ  haire  of  theft- heads  alio.  V  pon  the  three  or  foure 

Iflands,  from  whence  thofe  Canoes  came,  there  was 

great  ftore  of  Cocos  trees:  they  brought  vs  nothing, how 

carneftiy  ioeuer  wee  vrged  them,  that  wee  had  neede  of 

vi&uales:  There  they  flayed till  euening,  and  then  went 

on  land  agalhe. 

The  firft  of  Inly  in  the  morning,  afterwee  had  drt- 
ue.nallthe  night  in  a  calme,  before  the  ftreame  about 
two  leagues,  wee  anchored  betweene  an  lfland  of*wo: 
miles  long.,  and  the  firme  land  of  Guinea,  aboutnoone 
there  came  2  5  .Canoes;  toward  our  {hip,  with  many  menr 
well  armed:  being  the  lame  people  who  the  day  before 
brake  S^^^5^i^®^^«ds^hdttTiadea  friend* 
ly  ftiewvrlto  vs,  But  with  intent  to  abufevs,  as  after  it. 
appeared3  who  feeing  vs  to  lie  in  a  cajthc,  thought  to  take 
our  (hip  from  v^,  Ve  had  A-Uhehorkhatigiriu  but^fcre 
artMf  Bbughy  d/lit© 

mai¥,§jfrith  2!  :Piftgfy' or  giftHc  in :  their  liaiid%. 
W?hefCwith  they  vfe:to  hold  or  draw  forth  their  Canoes* 


w^a-pdti^^ndTthd^b'y  fiuri^nc  difo#  men,beitig'thfe  firft' . 
that  was  hurt  in  all  our.voyage^but  while  they  were  btrfie' 
to  aflaile  vs,  thinking  fhey  hadgot  the  vpper  hand,  we 
fhot  among  thetii  wRh'^^oslcets,  and  with  our  \/ppet! 
tyre  of  Ordinance^and  ktidatfeaff  i2.or  1 3.  of  them, arid : 
hurt  many  more.:  and;  while  they  fltdde  away,  ourmen* 
rowd  with  thefhalop,  (well  armed)  after  them, and  tooke 
ohe  bf  their  Qhp^  wjth  3 .  men  ip  hr,  whereof  ohe  that 
was  dead  they  threw  otrer- boord,  the  other  2.  leapt  into 
water,  but  one  ofthembdrng  kild  by  one  of  our 

men 


men, the  other  yeelded  himfelfe  priloner,  being  ayong 
man  about  18.  yeares  old,  whom  wee  named  Mofes> 
after  our  mans  name  that  was  hurt.  Thofe  people  eate 
bread  made  ofrootes  of  trees.  After  this  fight  we  faild  all 
along  by  theland,  with  a  good  gale,  weft  northweft,and 
northweft  and  by  weft. 

The  2.  we  were  vnder$.  degrees  12.  minutes, and  that 
day  faw  low  land  on  backe-boord,  and  alfo  a  great  high 
hill,  and  right  before  vs  a  low  Ifland,we  fayled  foftly  weft 
northweft,  with  flight  water  eaft  northeaft. 

The  third  wee  faw  high  land  againe,  weft  from  vs, 
about  14,  leagues  from  the  other  Jfiand,  vnder  2.degrees 
and  40. minutes. 

The  4.  asvvc  were  bufied  topaffc  by  the  aforefayd 
4.1flands)vvee  fawat  lcaft  2^or  2?. others,  great  and 
fmall,  high  and  lo  w,  which  wee  left  onftarrboord,  onely 

They,  lay  clofe  onh  by  the  Other, FomealeaguV,  or  a 
league  and  a  halfe,  and  fome  more  then  a  Cannon  fho^ 
diftant  one  from  an  other,  vnder  2, degrees.  2  y,  or  50.  mi- 
nu^s'lhle  more  or  ^e.Thareuening  wee  hoped  to  finde 
a  road,  but  were  forced1  to  holdebecaufe  night  came  on, 
Tnefamerfmc'  wee  faw  a  fayle  come  toward  vs  from 
one  of  thofe  Ifiands  but  becaufe  it  was  night,  it  boorded 

vs  nor,  and  in  the  morning  the 'wind  falling  contrarie-we 
l^it,  andybHyCife  clofe.by  it.  ■ 

•  The  the;\yinde  being  fouth  eaft;  and  eaft  foutheaft, 
alid  ourcourle  iouth  and  by  weft,  and  louth  weft,  wee 
hadde  much  thunder  and  raine,  and  were  vnder  2.  de¬ 
grees  y&minutes, 

Th5  ^ Retimes  *  ,wee  had  a  hard  winde,  and  fome 
times  ealme  with  fame,  iighteningand  thunder,  and  be¬ 
fore  fioonefaw  a  verie  high  hill  being  fouthweft  from  vs 

1  3  which  . 
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which  we  fayled  vnto,  our  mafter  was  of  opinion  that 
it  was  Banda,  by  reafon  it  was  very  like  to  the  hill  called 
Geomempi  In  Banda,  and  very  like  for  height,  but  going 
neere  vnto  it,  wee  might  lee  two  or  three  hills  more  like 
vnto  it,  that  lay  on  the  north  fide  oftheiirft  hill,  about 
6fot  y.leagues  diftant, whereby  we  knew  that  it  was  not 
fo,  Behind  that  hill,  wee  few  very  much  land  eaft  and 
weft  ward ,  which  was  fo  long,  that  on  either  fide  wee 
could  fee  no  ende  thereof,(bmetimes  high, and  then  low, 
reaching  eaft  fouth  eaft,  whereby  wee  geft  it  to  be  Nona 
Guinea ,and  for  thatnightcame  vpon  vs  we  held  off  from 
ic.  The /.in  the  morning, before  day  we  woundagaine 
towards  the  high  hills,  which  was  a  burning  Ifiand, ca¬ 
lling  fire  and  flame  from  the  top  thereof, and  therefore  we 
called  it Vulcms  ifland, the  winde  then  was  fauthweft  with 
jfaire  weather  ^ This  Ifland  was  well  inhabited,  and  had 
many  Cocos  trees  in  it,  the  people  came  With  fome  Ca¬ 
noes  to  our  fhip,  but  were  very  fearefull  of  vs, they  called 
vnto  vs,but  wevnderftood  them  not,  neither  could  our 
blacke  Mofesxc  11  what  theyfeyd,  they  were  all  naked, 
onely  their  priuie  members  couered,  their  hairc  fome 
ftiort,fome  long.  There  we  found  no  ground,  andfo 
could  not  anchor.  In  the  north  and  northvveft,  wee  few 
more  Ifiands,at  which  time, wee  went  north  weft  and  by 
weft  to  a  low  Ifiand,that  we  few  hefore  vs,  which  in  the 
eueningwe  got  vnto*.Then  we  tookc  inour  feyles^md  let 
the  (hip  driue.  There  we  found  diuers -colours  of  water, 
greene, white, and  yealow, which  we  geft  to  be  water  com- 
mingoutof  riuers,  for  it  was  fweeter  then  the  fea  wa- 
ter.There  many  trees, leaues,and  boughs  draue  in  the  wa¬ 
ter, whereon  fome  birds  and  crabs  fat. 

The  3.  the  winde  being  variable,  wee  held  our  courfe 
weft  fouth  weft,  and  weft  north  weft,  vvith  fairc  wether 
■ "  ;  ^  ~  *  ~  .  '  and 
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and  areafbnablegale  of  winde,  hauing  on  flarre-boord  a 
high, and  on  larboord  a  low  Ifland,reafdnable  high,  vve 
made  toward  the  land, which  about  euening  vve  got  vn- 
to,  and  found  good  fandic  ground,  at  70.  fathom  deepe, 
about  a  cannon  fhot  from  the  land.  There  certaine  Ca¬ 
noes  came  to  vs,  with  a  kind  of  ill  fauoured  people,  all 
Papoosjh eir  haire  fhort,  and  curled,  hauing  rings  in  their 
nofes  and  eares,  and  firings  about  their  heads  or  armes, 
and  hogs  teeth  hanging  about  their  neckes,  for  an  orna- 
ment/They  alfo  cate  Betel,  and  were  all  defe&iueperfons 
fome  great  legs,  others  fwolne  armes,and  fo  forth,  where¬ 
by  it  is  to  be  thought,  that  there  about  it  is  vnwholefome 
land, 5c  the  rather, becauie  their  houfes  flood  vpon  flakes* 
about  8  or  9,foote  from  the  ground,  there  wee  had  3.  de¬ 
grees  43  minutes  and  found  alitle fhew  of  ginger. 

The  9.  inthe morning, lying  at  anchor,  our-  Shalopi 
rowed  to  looke  for  a  fit  place  to  anchor  the  fhip  in, and  re¬ 
turn  ing  told  vs,that  they  had founda  fit  bay,  where  vnto 
we  went,  andanchored  at  26  fathom  good.fandy  ground- 
mixtwith  clay.  Thereabout  flood  two  fmall  villages,, 
from  whence  there  came  many  Canoes  aboord  our  fhip, 
that  brought  a  few  Cocos  nuts,  but  they  efleemed  them 
verydeare,for4,nuts  asking  a  fathom  of  linncn  cloth* 
Whereofthey  were  very  defirous,  they  alio  hadde  fome 
hogs  which  they  heJdat  adeerer  rate,  and  what  neede 
foeuerwe  faydwvee  hadde  thereof  and -made  fignes  to 
to  them  to  bring  vs  fome,  they  would  not  doc  it.  That* 
day  euery  man  in  our  fhip  had  allowance  of  y  pound  of 
bread  anda  meafure  and  a  halfe  ofoyle  a  weeke,acup  and 
ahalfe  ofSackeaday,andaNipcrkin  ofaquauita  all  our 
pottage,  as  peafe,  beanes,  gurt:  and  our  flefh,  bacon,  and 
fifh  being  fpenr,  and  we  knew  not  where  vve  were,  be- 
ingvncercaine  whether  we  were  far  or  necrero  the  indim 
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iflandsfLS  alfo  what  place  we  Were  in, though  we  fay  led 
continually  by  the  land,  not  knowing  whether  it  was 
Nom  Guinea  or  no ,  vve  onely  geft  at  it,  for  all  the  Cardes 
that  wee  had,  did  not  agree,  nor  were  not  like  to  the 
land  that  we  Cm  t  That  euening  vve  had  great  ftore  of 
rainc,vvith  thunder  and  lightening, which  held  all  night 
with  very  darke  weather.  , 

The  io.  there  came  at  leaf!:  20.  Canoes,  on  boordof 
our  (hip,  with  men,  women,  and  children  in  them, all  na¬ 
ked,  only  their  priuie  members  couered,but  brought  no 
great  matter  with  them. 

The  n.  in  the  morning  vve  put  to  fea  againe,  and 
held  our  courfe  north  weft, and  by  weft,  and  weft  north 
weft  along  the  coaft,  with  the  land  alwayes  in  fight  3.2. 
and  a  league  and  a  halfe  diftant  from  it, and  at  noone  paft 
by  a  high  point.  That  land  of  Nona  Guinea  for  the  moft 
partreacheth  north  weft  and  by  weft,  fometimes  fome 
what  more  vvefterly,andfometimes  againe  mere  norther¬ 
ly  .The  1 2.we  failed  ftil  weft  norchweft,  along  by  the  coaft 
with  faire  wether,  and  without  fun  ftiine ,  at  noone  being 
vnder  a.degrees  f  8.minutes,with  help  of  the  ftreame,that 
fet  vs  about  the  weft, as  it  did  all  along  the  coaft  of  Nona 
Guinea. 

The  1 3. and  14.  Wee  fay  led  along  by  the  aforefayde 
coaft ,  fometime  by  high  and  then  by  low  land, 

T  he  1  $,We  had  the  winde,and  held  our  courfe  as  afore 
fayd,  along  by  the  coaft,  with  good  wether,  afteMioonc 
weeameto  2.1ow  inhabited  Iflands,  about  halfe  a  league 
from  the  maine  land,  which  ftood  full  of  Cocos  trees. 
We  made  towards  them,  and  there  found  good  anchor 
ground, at^o.  30,2 5. and  20. to  6.and  5,  fathom  deepe, 
and  there  anchored  at  1 3.  fathom  good  ground.  The 
matter  rowed  with  theboate  and  the  Shalop  well  armed. 


to 
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to  the  land, thinking  to  get  fome  Cocos  nuts, which  there 
were  vpon  the  land  in  great  aboundince but  going  on 
Ihore,  the  Indians  lay  in  abulh  right  againft  the  place 
where  wee  came  to  land,  and  watching  for  vs,  (hot  fo 
fiercely  at  vs  with  their  bovves,  that  they  hurt  at  leaf!  1 6f 
of  our  men, fome  in  the  arme,  others  in  the  leg,  necke* 
and  hands,  and  other  places.  And  we  (hot  at  them  with 
muskets  and  flings,  but  atlaftby  realon  that  the  Indians 
ftiotfbthicke  we  were  forced  to  retire,  there  we  were 
vnder  2  degrees  y 4minutes.  . :  h  $ 

The  1 6.  in  the  morning  vvecfayled  in  with  our  fliippe 
between  both  the  Iflands,  and  anchored  at  ^  fathome, 
where  we  had  good  lying,  after  noone  our  boate  and 
Shalop  rowed  to  thelefler  Ifland,  to  fetch  iome  Cocps, 
and  burnt  2  or  3.  of  the  Indians  houles,  whereupon  they 
that  dw  elt  in  the  other  Ifland  began  mightily  to  cric  and 
make  a  noyfe,  but  dutft  not  come  to  vs,  for  with  our 
ordinance  we  (hot  along  the  fhore,and  into  the  wood, 
that  the  bullets  entered  into  it  with  thundring  noyfe, 
whereat  the  Indians  fled, and  durft  not  once  lookeout, 
about  euening  our  men  came  aboord  againe,  and 
brought  fb  many  Cocos  nuts,  that  euery  one  ofvs  had 
three  nuts  for  his  part.  That  night  there  came  one  of  the 
Indians  aboord  our  fliippe  to  make  peace  with  vs,  with 
him  bringing  one  of  our  mens  caps  with  before  fell  off 
his  head  in  the  skirmifli.Thofe  people  are  cleane  naked, 
their  priuie  members  and  all. 

The  1 7r  in  the  morning,  there  came  2  or  3  Canoes  - 
towards  our  fhip^and  threw  Cocos  nuttes  into  the  water 
making  fignestP  vs  to  fetch  them,  whereby  they  fought 
to  be  friends  with  vs,  Wee  made  fignes  to  them  to  come 
aboord, at  laft  .taking  Better  courage,  they  came  clofe  to 
the  fliippe' and  brought  vs  as  many  Cocos  nuttes  and 
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Bananas  as  we  defired^,  which  wee  drew  vpby  ropes  inter 
the  gallery,  gluing  them. old  nayles,  ruftie  kniues,  and 
beades  in  barter,  they  alfo  brought  vs  a  litle  greene  gin¬ 
ger, and  yealo  wrootes  which  are  vfediil  Iked  of  Saffron,, 
bartered  alfo  with  vs  fome  of  their  bowes  and  arrowes,; 
fo  that  at  lift  we  were  great  friends  with  themf. 

The  1 8, we  bartered  ftill  for  Cocos  nuttes  and  Bananas 
and  fome  Caffauie  and  Papede,  which  is  alfo  to  be  had- 
incaii  Ipdia f  l There  we  law  fome  Pottsyfen  which  as  wee; 
thought  came  from  the  Spamardesr  Thole  people  were- 
notfoinquifitiiieto  lookeinto  our  (hip,  as  others  were, 
for  they  knew  what  (hooting  with  great  peeces  ment, 
and  cald  the  Idand  wherein  they  dwelt,  Mm,  which  lay* 
raoft  eafterly,the  other  ouetagainft  it  they  called  lufott^ 
and  the  vtter  moll  (  being  a  very  high  Ifiand)  lying  abbut 
5  or  &  leagues  from  Nona  Guma,they  named,  Arima* 

The  i^our  men  went  to  the  greateft  Illand  to 
There, the  //?^w  lhewed  vs  great  fnen;d(hip^  aodholps 
our  men  to  draw  vp  their  nets,  and  gaue  them  as  many 
Cocos  nuttes  as  they  defired.  There  wee  law  a  great 
numberof  Canoes  comming  towards  vs:  out  of  the  eaft* . 
from  other  Iflands  lying  caft  ward  v  whereof  fome  were 
indifferent  great,  Therefoce  wee  caljed  our  fiftiermen 
on  boord,  The  Indians  that  were  by  vs,  made  lignes  to 
vs  to  (hoot at  thofe  Canoes,.  and  our  men  made  fignes 
againe  that  they  would,  if  they  (liot  M  at  vs,  hut’they 
came  peaceably  aboord,  and  brought  vs  as  many  Cocos 
nuttes  and  Bananas  as  we  defir 'd  <fo  that  euery  man  had 
50.  nuttes  and  two  bunches  of  Bananas.  Thofe  people 
vfe  Caffauie  for  their  bread,  but  it  is  nothing  like  to  that 
of  the  weft  Indies-^  they  bake  it  alfo  in  round  cakes. 

The  20f  Inthe  morning  wee  fet  layle,  after  wee  had 
againe  bartered  foe  more  vi&uallsj  they  made  fignes  to 
,•  a  v  '  '  "  vs-.- 
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vsto  Iieftill,and  they  would  bring  vs  more, 

The'21.  we  fayled  along  by  thcland  Weft  northweft, 
andatnoone  were  vnder  1  degree  13.  minutes.  Then 
wee  law  a  number  of  Iflandes,  whereunto  the  ftream$ 
-foraue  vs,  and  about  noone  wee  got  to  them,  and  an¬ 
chored  at  1 3. fathom.  That  euening  we  had  much  raine, 
thunder,  and  lightening^  ^ 

The  2  3,  in  the  morning  we  fetfayle,with  good  vvea- 
theranda  good  gale,  and  beingalitle  from  the  land,6. 
great  Canoes  followed  vs,  (and  yet  vve  favv  no  men  on 
dandjBringingdriedfifhXwhich  wee  tooketo  bc  Steen- 
brafTes,)  Cocos  nuts,  Bananas,  Tabacco,  andfome  fmall 
-fruits  like  Prunes,  There  alio  came  fome  Indians  from 
-on  other  Ifland  that  brought  vs iome  vidualles,  thatalfb 
had  fome  Chinay  porcel i  n  e , for  we  bar tred  for  two  difhea 
whereby  we  were  perfwaded  that  many  Chriftian  Ihippes 
had  bin  there,  for  they  wondered  not,  as  ethers  did, at 
our  fhip.  They  were  another  kind  of  people  then  the 
former,  ofayealower  colour, and  greater  of  body,  fome 
of  them  hadde  long  haire,  fome  fhort,  and  alfo  vied 
bowesand  arrowes,  whereof  wee  had  fome  in  barter, 
.They  were  very  defirous  ofbeades,and  iron  worke,and 
had  greene  blew,  and  white  glas  rings, flicking  in  their 
eares:  which  we  geft  they  had  from  the  Spaniardes. 

The  24  wewere  vnderhalfe  a  degree, with  a  litle gale, 
and  fayled  north  weft,  weft  and  fouth  weft,  along  by  a 
faire  great  Ifland ,  very  greene  and  pleafantto  behold, 
which  wee  called  William  Schoutens  ifland ,  after  ourma- 
flers  name,  and  the  weft  point  thereof,  the  cape  of  good 
Hope. 

The  25. we faw much  land  on  larboord  lying  fouth. 
fouthweftfrom  vs,fome  very  high, and  fome  very  low. 

The  27.  wee  law  three  Iflandsmore,  the  coaft  reach  t, 
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North  weft  and  by  weft.  # 

The  2  7,  we  were  vnder  29*  inmutes  fbuthwardoi  the 

lin^and  law  much  land  fouthward  from  vs,  lome  high, 
andfome  very  low,  and  paft  weft  north  weft  alongbyit. 

The  28.  and  29*  the  wether  was  variable*  that  night 
we  hadde  an  earthquake,  which  made  our  men  for  feare 
to  run  out  of  their  cabbins,  our  Ihippe  leeming  as  ltjt 
ftroke  againft  the  ground, but  wee  caft  out  our  leade^and 

.  found  no  ground,  r 

.  The  30.  we  fayledin  a  great  bay  or  hollow:  placebo 
that  wee  feemedtoberound  about  in  clofed  with  the 
land,  we  did  our  befttofxndeanopening,but  could  not* 
and  therefore  layled  northwardagaine,that  dayitthun- 
dred  and  lightened  fo  fore,  that  our  Ihippe  Ihooke  there¬ 
with, and  fometime  (eemed  to  be  on  a  light  nrejWlfere- 
with  wee  were  in  no  fmall  feare,  and  after  it  *e,nfued 
lb  great  a  Ihower  of  raine  that  wee  neuer  had  ieenle  the 
lllc0  x  «  i » 

The  3 1  we  perceiuedthatwe  were  entred  into  aplaee 
where  we  had  the  land  round  about  vs, therefomwe  held 
our  courle  north,  and  that 'euening  paft  the  Equinoctial! 
line  the  fecond  time*  and  being  clofed  by  the  land,  an¬ 
chored  at  12.  fathom  good  ground  *  about  a  Cannon 
Ihot  from  an  Eland,  that  lay  clofe  by  the  firme  land,  but 
there  wee  faw  no  men  nor  any  thing  growing. 

The  firft  of  Auguft,  wee  hoyfed  anchor  with  great  la¬ 
bour,  for  it  lay  vndcracliffc,butatlaft  we  got  it  vp,we 
were  then  15.  minutes  northward  of  the  line,  in  the 
euening  with  the  hard  ftreame*  we  went  clofe  to  the  land 
andbyrealon  it  was  calme*  anchored  in  vneuen  ground* 
andnotdeepe. 

The  2. it  was  very  calme  and  we  draue  with  the  ftreame 
weft  and  weft  and  by  north5with  rainie  weather.

The  3.  vveheld  our  courfe  as  before,  with  a  cal  me, 
andfoundabancke,  fo  farrein  the  lea  that  wee  could 
fcarfe  fee  the  land,  infome  places  beings  in  another 
20.1 5 ,and  1 2.fathomfandy  ground,  wee  anchored  at  12. 
fathom,  becaule  it  waxt  night,  and  the  matter  defired  to 
fee  how  the  ftrcame  went,  it  was  weft  fouth weft  .  T he 
fame  day  we  were  vnder  35,  minutes  northward  of  the 
line,  and  law  many  Whales,  andTortices.  Weegeft 
by  the  height  that  wee  were  at  the  endeof  the  land  of 
NWAGuineay hauingfailed  along  by  the  coaft  2  8o.leagues 
that  day  wee  faw  2  {(lands  more  weftward  from  vs. 

The  4.  the  winde  variable,  our  courfewas  fouth  weft, 
then  it  rained  much  with  cloudy  weather,  there  the 
ftreame  went  hard  weft,  that  day  we  faw  7.  or  8.1(lands 
as  we  thoughtymd there  in  the  night  lay  aloofe,to  keepe 
ofFfrom  the  land. 

;  The  fift  in  the  morning,  wee  draue  in  a  calme,  with  a 
variable  winde,  our  courfe  (outh  and  (outh  eaft,  with 
rainie  weather  and  a  little  gale,  but  the  winde  being  «> 
gainft  vs*  wee  made  towards;  the  land,  which  the  day 
before  wee  tookc  to  be  Iflands,  but  comming  to  them 
found  no  ground,  and  therefore  pufoutour  Shalop  to 
found,  and  found  ground  at  4  fathom,  ciofeby  the 
land .  As  our  Shalop  rowed  to  land ,  wee  faw  firft  2.  and 
then  3.  Canoes  more  come  of  from  the  land,  and  made 
towards  our  Shalop,  and  being  hard  by  it,  put  out  a 
flag  of  peace,  and  our  men  the  like,  and  then  went  a- 
boord,the  Canoes  followed  them  and  alfo  came  aboord, 
they  brought  vs  nothing  but  a  mutter  orfhew  of  Indian 
Bonties, and  Erries, with  fome  Ryce,Tabacco,  and  two 
Paradice  brids :  wee  bartered  for  one  of  them  that  was 
white  and. yeallow.We  could  vnderftand  them  reafonable 
well/or  they  (pake  T  arn.it a  words,andone  of  them  (pake 
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good  MaUian,  which  language,  ^y/f  Qfawfen-o utMar- 
chant  could  fpeake  well,  iome  of  chcmipake  fome  Spa. 
mlh > apd  among  them  they  had  a  Spamfi  felt.  They 
wore  faire  clothes,  about  their  middles,  and  fome  hadde 
hike  breeches  on  of  diuers  coIours,fome  alfo  had  wreaths 
about  their  heads^which  theyfay,were  Turkesov  Moores , 
They  ware  goldand  filuerrings  vpon  their  fingers, their 
haire  was  all  coale  blacke.  They  bartred  their  ware  with 
vs  for  beades,  b u  t rather  defired  Linnen :  They  were  very 
warie  and  fearefull  of  vs.  VVe  askt  them  what  thename 
ofthis  countrie  was, but  they  would not  tell  vs,  but  by 
many  circumfiances  wee  Iudged,  and  verely  bclecu'ed, 
rhatwewereattheeaft  endeofo//^,  on  the  midlcmoft 
point  ofthe  land,  (for  f?/fo/o  readmit  out  with  j.pointes 
tothceaft)  and  that  they  were  men  of  Tidsre^ friends  to 
the  Spamar ds 3  as  we  alio  found  it  lb  to  be,  which  made 
vs  all  reioyce  thatafterjfb  many  windings  and  turnings, 
and  troubles  endured,  we  were  come  to  the  place  which 
wee  knew,  and  hoped  in  fhort  time  to  come  among  our 
countrymen  ,a  thing  which  vve  lb  dong,  and  lb  much 
had  hppt  for  and  defired.  Then  wee  had  aimalJgale 
of  winde,  and  anchored  vnder  the  land*  a*Cannon  (hot 
fromthefhoarcjat^o.  fathom,  where  they  brought  vs 
*  Cocos  and  other  fruit  to  buy,  they  told  vs  that  wee  lay 
not  well  there,  and  it  was  true,  for  in  the  euening  wee 
had  a  good  gale  and  draue  through.  That  night  the 
Canoes  went  away  from  vs,  promifing  the  next  day  to 
bringvs  home,  that  day  wee  werethe  third  time  right 
vnder  theEquino&iall  line, 

Thc&  in  the  morning,  they  came  againefrom  the 
land,  abpord  our  fhippe,  and  brought  fome  Tabacco, 
andporcclineand  fome  other  things :  but  vve  hauing  a 
good  gale,  fouth  fouth  eaft,and  ba§  lying  there, hoyft  an- 
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anchor  to  goc  on  our  voyage  to  the  Moluccas,  and  held 
our  courle  north,  with  a  good  gale  togoe  north,  about 
the  north  point  of  Gilolo . 

The  7.  it  rained,  and  we  law  the  north  eaft  point  of 
Gilolo  £  ailed  Moratay,  which  lay  fouth  eaft  from  vs. 

The  S.aboutnoone  wee  were  vnder  4fdegrces  ^mi¬ 
nutes  northward  of  the  line^  that  night  it  rained  hard 
with  thunder  and  lightening^there  we  found  the  hream 
to  goe  northward. 

The  p.  and  10.  the  winde  was  variable, yvith  rainie 
weather,  and  were  vnder  the  heigh  of  3.  degrees  jo.  mi¬ 
nutes. 

The  1  ]f  in  the  morning,  wee  fawe  the  land  of  Gilolo 
'called Morality ) againe:  on  the  northeaft  point  o{  Gilolo, 
wee  did  the  beft  wee  could  to  reach  it, but  the  ftfeame  put 
vs  0  f  from  the  land  tawardes  the  north,  and  eoulde  not 
reach  it  that  day. 

The  1 2.  and  1  y.we  were  vnder  2.degrees  5  S.  minutes, 
with  variablewindes,  and  much  raine^andthe  like,  the 
154- 15.  and  1 6. 

Th  e  17.  wi  th  great  labour  and  much  trouble  wee  got 
vnder  the  land,  late  in  the  euening,  and  draue  along  by 
thecoaft  with  raire  wether,  that  night  we  fit  vv  many  tires 
vpon  tfreland.  '  '  • 

The  18.  it  was  fti  11  wether,  and  we  draue  along  by  the  ’ 
kind,  about  noone  two  Canoes  came  to  vs  with  a  flag  of 
peace,  from  the  Village,  called  Soppy,  they  were  T awa~ 

.  tarns,  with'whom  wee  could  fpeake  well,  and  Ibme  of 
them  were  of  Gtimmocar/or, they  (hewed  vs  that  a  Pinnace 
of  Amfterddm  had  laine  there  three  months  to  lade  Kyce, 
andthataboutamoneth  or  two  before,  alio  an  English 
fliip  had  beene  there.  How  glad  we  were  then  when  we 
were  fo  well  allured,  that  wee  were  come  to fo  good  and 
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long  defired  a  place, after  fo  much  paine  and  trouble  that 
we  had  endured*  with  8?*found  men,  when  wee  had 
Ipent  all  our  victuals,  euery  man  may  iudge  that  hath 
proued  the  like  aduenture.  T  here  vye  were  vnder  two 
degrees,  47.  minutes,  and  anchored  at  28,  fathom,  fome 
ofthofe  men  flayed  that  night  with  vs,  the  next  day  to 
bring  vs  to  the  road  of  Soppy. 

The  19.  wee  fay  led  into  thebay,  and  thereanchored 
at  10.  fathom  Tandy  ground,  aboutaCannon  (hot  from 
the  [bore.  T hat  day  we  bartered  for  fome  Sago vv,  fome 
Hcnnes,  2.or  3 .  Tortoy(es,and  a  little  Rice.

While  wee  were  there, a  CVmwr  came  thether 
to  prouide  Ryce  and  Sagowfor  the  King  o{Tarr/ata,ytho 
told  vs,  that  there  was  at  leaft  2©f  (hips, Hollanders  and 
Englifhmen  round  about  the  Iflandof  Tarmta  that  la^ 
there  ."  and  that  there  was  8 .  (hips  at  the -Manilla? 7wh  ereof 
foure  were  Englifli  and  foure  Dutch ;  There  we  got/goOd 
ftore  of  fi(hf  .  ■ 

The  21. 22. 23. and  24;we  ftillbartered  for  Sagow  and 
Ryce,  by  the fmall  meafure.  *

great  billovves,and  much  raine,fo  that  with  great  labour . 
and  trouble  wee  (ailed  along  thatcoaft,  oftentimes  tur¬ 
ning  and  winding  to  and  fro,  anchoring  diuers  times  in 
a  day,  and  fetting  fayle  againe,  but  the  great  hope  that 
we  had, foone  to  get  to  Tawrita  to  our  Countrymen, made
